To the Earls of Dorſet and of Carlile, 
he gave ſeveral Pictures, and ſo hedid to many 
other friends3 Legacies, given rather to expreſs

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reaſon of his diſability ro remove from thar 
place: And having never for almoſt twenty 
years omitted his perſonal attendance on His 
Majeſty in that month in which he was: to at- 
tend and preach to him ; nor, having ever been 
left out of the Roll and number of Lene-Prea- 
chers3 and there being then(in Fanuary 1630.) 
areport brought to Zoxon, or raiſed there, that 
Dr. Donne was dead: That report, gave him 
occaſion to wtite this following Letter to a dear 
friend: | 


Sr, 

* This advantage you and my other friends 
© haye by my frequent fevers,that I am ſo much 
* the oftner at the gates of Heaven; and this 
* advantage by the ſolitude and cloſe impriſon- 
©* ment that they reduce me to after, that Iam

Before that month ended, he was appointed 
to preach upon his old' conſtanc day , rhe firſt 
Friday in Lent he had notice of it, and had in 
his f1ckneſs ſo prepared for that jmployment, 
that as he had long thirſted for it': ſo; he'reſol- 
ved his weakneſs ſhould not hinder his journey 
he came therefore to London, ſome few dayes 
before his appoitted day of preaching, Ar his 


' coming

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coming thither, many of his friends ( who with 
forrow ſaw his ſickneſs had left him onely fo 
much fleſh as did onely cover his bones )doubred 
his ſtrength to perform that task,and,did there- 
fore diſſwade him from undertaking ir, aſſuring 
him however,it was like to ſhorten his life ; bur, 
he paſſionately denied their requeſts; ſaying, he 


- would not doubt that that God who in ſo many 


may had aſſ*fted him with an unexpected 
frrength, would now withdraw it in his laſt employ- 
ment ; profeſſing an wy ambition to perform that 
ſacred work. And, when to theamazement of 
ſome beholders he appeared in che Pulpit,many 
of them thought he preſented himſelf not to 
preach mortification by a living voice: but, 
mortality by a decayed body and dying face, 
And doubtleſs, many did ſecretly ask that que- 
ſtion in Ezekiel; Do theſe bones live? or,can that 
ſoul organize that tongue, ts (peak ſo long time as 
the ſand inthat glaſs will move towards its centre, 
and meaſure out an hour of this dying mans un- 
ſpent lifes Doubtleſs ic cannot ; and yet, after 
ſome faint pauſes in his zealous prayer,his ſtrong 
deſires enabled his weak body ro diſcharge: his 
memory of his preconceived meditations,which 
were of dying, the Text being, To Godthe Lord 
belong the iſſues from death, Many that then faw 
his tears, and heard his faint and hollow voice, 
profeſſing they thought the Text prophetically 
choſen, and that Dy, Donne had preach't his own 


funeral Sermon, :

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Being full of Joy thar Gqd had enabled him 
to perform this defireddury, he haſtened to his 
houſe, out of which he never moved, till like 
St. Stephen, he was carried by devout men to his 
Grave. 

The next day after his Sermon, his ſtrength 
being much waſted, and his ſpirits ſo ſpent , as 
indiſpoſed him to buſineſs, or to talk : A friend 
that had often been a witneſs of his free and 
facetious diſcourſe, asked him, Why are you fad? 
To whom he replied with a countenance (o full 
of cheerful gravity, as gave teſtimony of an 
inward tranquillity of mind, and of a ſoul wil- 
=_ to take a farewell of this world, And 
aid, 

*I am not ſad, but moſt of the night paſt 1 
t have ente: tained my ſelf with many thoughts 
© of leveral friends that have left me here, axd 
* are gone to that place from which they ſhall nit 
"retirns And, that within a few dayes 7 alſ

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I muſt here look ſo far back , as to tell the 
Reader, that at his firſt return out of Eſſex to 
preach his laſt Sermon, his old Friend and Phy. 
fitian, Dr. Fox, a man of great worth, cametq 
him to conſult his health 5 and that after a fight 
of him,and ſome queries concerning his diftem- 
pers, he tald him, That by Cordials,and drinking 
milk twenty dayes together, there was a probability 
of hireftauration to health; but he paſſionately 
denied to drink it. Nevertheleſs, Dr, Fox, who 
loved him moſt intirely, wearied him with ſol- 
licitations,till he yielded totakeit for ten dayes3 
at theend of which time, he rold Dr, Fox , he 
had drunk it more to ſatisfie him, than to recover 
his health; and that he would not drink it ten 
dayes longer upon the beſt moral aſſnrance of ha- 
ving twenty years added to his life, for he loved it 
zot 5 and that be was ſo far from fearing death, 
which is the King of terrors, that he longed for the 
day of his diſſolution. | 
It is obſerved, that a defire of glory or coms 
mendation is rooted inthe very natute of man 3 
and, that thoſe of the ſevereſt and moſt morti- 
fied lives, though they may become ſo humble 
as to baniſh ſelt-flattery, and ſuch weeds as na- 
turally grow there; yet, they have not been 
able to kill this defire of glory, but that like 
our radical heat it will both liye and dye with us;

of Dr. Fox, eaſily yielded at this very time to 
have a Monument made for him; but Dr. Fox 
gndertook not to perſuade how or what it 
_ bes that was left ro Dr, Downe him- 
ſelf, 
This being reſolved upon, Dr. Dexne ſent for 
a Carver to make for him in wood the fignure of 
an Urn, piving him dire&tions for the compals 
and height of .ix5 and, to bring with it a board 
of the height of his body, Theſe being got, 
then without delay a choice Painter was to be in 
areadineſs to draw his picture, which was taken 
as followeth, -— Several Chatcole-fires being 
firſt made in his large Study, he brought with 
him into that place his winding-ſheer in his 
hand 5 and, having pur off all his cloaths, had 
this ſheer pyt on-him, and ſo tyed with knots at 
his head and feet, and his hands ſo placed, as 
dead bodies are uſually firted to be ſhrowded 
and put into the grave, Upon this Ur he thus 
ſtood with his eyes ſhur,and with ſomuch of the 
ſheer turned afide as-mighr ſhew his lean, pale, 
and death-like faces which was purpoſely —_ 
ed toward the Eaſt, from whence he expeRted

and then diſmiſt them, as good Facob did his 
ſons, with a ſpiritual benediction, The Sunday 
following he appointed his ſervants, that if 
there wereany buſineſs undone-that concerned 
him or themſelves, it ſhould beprepared againft 
Saturday next ; for, after that day he would not 
mix his thoughts with any thing that concerned 
this world ; nor ever did : But, as Fob , fo he 
waited for the appointed time of his diſſolu- 
1104, 

And now he had nothing to do but to dye; 
to do which, he ſtood in need of no longer time, 
for he had ſtudied long, and to ſo happy a per- 
feion, that in a former fickneſs he called God 
to witneſs * he was that minute ready to deliver 1, his 
bis ſoul into his hands, if that minute God would Book of 
determine. his diſſolution, To that fickneſs he P*'*** 
beg'd of God the conſtancy to be preſerved in 
thar eſtate for ever; and his patient expectation 
to have his immortal ſoul diſrob'd from her gar- 
ment of mortality , makes me confident he 
now had a modeſt affurance that his Prayers 


were then heard, and his Petition granted, He

After her death, he was by King Fames made 
Comptroller of his Houſhold, and called to be 
of his Privy-Councel, and by him advanced to 
be Lord Wotton, Baron of Merley in Kent, and 
made Lord Lieutenant of that County, 

Sir Fames (the ſecond ſon) may be numbred 
among the Martial men of his age, who was in

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IR Henry Wotton was received þy the State 
of Yenice, with much honour and gladneſ, 
both for that he delivered his Embaſſage moſt 
elegantly in the 1t«l;4» Language, and came 
alſo in ſuch a ae pe of time , as his Ma 


ſters friendſhip ſeem'd uſeful for that Republik: 


the time of his coming thither-was about the 
year 1604, Leonardo Donato being then Duke; 


2 wiſe and reſoly'd man, and to all purpoſe 


ſach ( Sir Henry YYotton would often ſay it) 
as the State of Yepice could not then have 
wanted; there having been formerly in- the 
time of Pope Clement the eighth, ſome conteſts 
about the priviledges of Charch-men, and the 
power of the Civil Magiſtrate; of which, for 
the information of common Readers, I ſhall a 
2 little, becauſe it may give light to ſome p 
ſages thar follow.”

Country, + | 
And this I have obſerved as one teſtimony 
of the compaſſionate Nature of him, who ws 
(during his ſtay in thoſe parts) as a City of R& 
tuge for the Diſtreſſed of this and other Nx 
tions. | 
And for that which I offer as a Teſtimony dt 
the Nobleneſs of his mind : I ſhall make way to 
the Readers clearer underſtanding of it, by tel 
ling him that Sir Henry Wotton was ſent thrice 
Embaſſadour to the Republick of TVexice; and 
that at his ſecond going thither, he was employ- 
ed Embaſſador to ſeveral of the German Princes, 
and to the Emperour Ferdinando the ſecond; 
and, that his employment ro him, and thoſe 
Prin- 
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Princes, was to incline them to equitable Can- 
ditions, for the reſtauration of the Queen of 04 
himsia and her Deſcendents to their Patrimoni» 
al Inheritance of the Palatinate, 

This was by his eight months conſtant endea- 
yours and attendance upon the ZBmperoyr, his 
Coutt andCounſel ) brought to the probability 
of a ſucceſtul Concluſion without bloodſhed, 
there being at that time two oppolite armies in 
the field bur, as they were treating, the Armies 
met;and there was a battle fought, the managery 
whereof was ſo full of miſerable errours on the 
one fide ( fo Sir Henry Wotton exprefles it in 
adifpatch to the King) and fo advantagious to 
the Emperour, as put an end to all Hopes of a

ſucceſsful Treaty : ſo that Sir Henry ſeeing the 


face of Peace altered by that Victory, prepared 
for a Removal from that Conrt ; and ar his de- 
parture from the Emperor, was ſo bold as to 
remember him, That the Events of every Battel 
move en the unſeen wheels of Fortune, which are 
this moment up, and dews the next ; and there- 
fore', humbly adviſed him to uſe his Vidtory fo 
ſoberly, as ſtill to put on thoughts of Peace.

Dneen of Bohemia, being concerned in it,was yet 
taken in good part, by the 'Emperonr, who 
mas much pleaſed with his cartiage, all the 
time that he refided in his Court; and faid, 
That the King bis Maſter was look'd on as an

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Abettor of his Enemy the Palſgrave , but yet, 
he took him to be a Perſen of much Hopour 
and Merit, and did therefore defire him to ac- 
cept of that Fewel, as a Teſtimony of his 
good opinion of him z which was a Fewel'of 
Diamonds, of more value- then a thouſand 
' pounds, | | | 

This was received with all Circumſtances 
and terms of Honour, by Sir Henry Wottes , 
but the next. morning , at his departing from 
Vienxya , at his taking leave of the Countels 
of Sabrina ( an 1talian Lady) in whoſe Houſe 
the Emperour had appointed him to be lodg'd, 
and honourably entertained: He acknowlederd 
her Merits, and beſought her ta accept of thi 
Fewel, as a teſtimony of his gratitude for by 
Civilities : preſenting her with the ſame that 
was given him by the Zmperonr; which being 
ſuddenly diſcovered by the Emperour , was by 
him taken for a high affront , and Sir Henry 
Wotton told ſo: To which he replyed, Thi 
though he received it with thankfulne(s ; yet ht 
found in himſelf an indiſþoſition to be the bit 
for any gift that came from an Enemy to his Rey 
al Miſtreſs the Queen of Bohemia, for (o ſhe wi 
pleaſed, he ſhould alwayes call her.

place, if he out-lived charitable Sir Fuliu 
Ceſar, who then poſſeſſed it: and then, grom 
ſo old , that he was ſaid to be kepr alive be- 
' yond Natures Courſe, by the prayers of thoſe 
many poor which he daily relieved, + 

Bur, theſe were but in hope; and his con- 
dition required a preſent ſupport : For in the 
beginning of theſe imployments he ſold to his 
elder brother the Lord Wottow , the Rent- 
charge left by his good Father, and (which 
15 worſe) was now at his return oy" to 
cyer 
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ſcyeral perſons, whom he was not able to ſatiſ- 
fie, but by the Kings payment of his Atrears 
due for his forreign Imployments: He had 
brought into England many ſervants, of which 
ſome were German and Italian Artiſts z this 
was part of his condition, who had many times 
hardly ſufficient co ſupply the occaſions of rhe 
day, ( For it may by no means be ſaid of his 
providence,as himſelf ſaid of Sir Philip Sidney's 
wit, That it was the very meaſure of congruity ) 
He being alwayes ſo careleis of -money ,. as 
though our Saviou:s worc's, Care not for to mor- 
row, were to be literally underſtood, | 
Rat it pleaſed God, thar in this junure cf 
time, the Provoſiſhip of His Majeſties Colledge 
of Eaton became void by the death of-- Murray, 
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for which there were ( as the place deſerv'd )_ 


many earneſt and powerful Suiters to the Xie, 
Sir Hemry who had for many years ( like S7c;- 
phecs ) rolled the reſtleſs ſtone of a State im- 
ploymentz and knowing experimentally, that 
the great blefling- of ſweet content was not to 
be found in mulrcicudes of men or buſineſs 3 and, 
that a Celledee was the fitteſt place to nouriſh 
holy thoughts, and to afford reſt both to his body 
and mind , which his age-( being now almoſt 
threeſcore years ) ſeemed rorequire, did there- 
fore uſe his own,and the intereſt of all his friends 
to procure it, By which means, and quitting the 
King of his promiſed reverſtonary Offices, and 


a ptece of honeſt policy (which I have not

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timerorelate ) hegot a Grant of it from Hig 
Majeſty. | 

And this was a fair fertlement for his mind:

He was agreat lover of his Neighbours, and 
a bountiful entertainer of them very often at his 
Table, where his meat was choice, and his diſ- 
courſe better, | 

He was a conſtant Cheriſher of all thoſe 


youths in-char School, in whom he found either 


aconſtant diligence, or a genis that prompted 
them to Learning ; for whoſe encouragement, 
he was ( befide many other things of neceſſi- 
ty and beauty ) ar the charge of ſerting.up in 
it two rowes of P;{lars, on which he cauſed to 
be choicely drawn, the pictures of divers of the 
moſt famous Greek and Zatin Hiſtoriaus, Poets, 
and Orators ; perſwading them not to negle&t 
Rhetorick, becauſe Almighty God bas left Man- 
kind affections to be wrought upon;. And he would 
often ſay, That none deſpiſed Eloquence, but ſuch 
dulf ſouls as were not capable of it, He would 
alſo often make choice of ſome Obſervations 
out of thoſe Hiſtorians and Poets : and would 
never leave the School, without dropping fome 
choice Greek or Latin Apothegm or ſentence, 
that might be worthy of a room in the memory 
of a growing Scholar, n

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Hewas pleaſed conſtantly to breed up one or 
more hopetul Youths, which he picked our of 
the School, and took. into his own Domeſtic 
care, and to attend him 'at his Meals ; out of 
whole Diſcourſe and Behaviour , he gathered 
obſervations {or the better compleating of his 
intended work of Education : of which , by 
his ſtill ſtriving ro make the whole better, he 
lived toleave bur part to Poſterity, 

' He was a great Enemy to wrangling Diſputes 
of Religion, concerning which, [ ſhall ſay a little, 
both toreſtifie that, and to ſhew the readineſs of 
his Wir, | 

Having in Rome made acquaintance with a 

leaſant Prieſt, who invited him one Evening to 

ear their Veſper Muſick at Church; the Prieſt 
ſeeing Sir Henry ſtand obicurely ina corner, ſends 
to him by a Boy of the Quire this queſtion, writ 
in a ſmall piece of paper, Where was your Relis 
gion tobe found before Luther 2 To which ,que-

The next Veſper, Sir Henry went plrpoſely 
to the ſame Church, and ſent one of the Quire- 
boyes with this Queſtion, to his honeſt, pleaſant 
friend, the Prieſt3 Do you believe all thoſe many 
Thouſands of poor Chriftians were damwd, that 
were Excommunicated, becauſe the Pope, and the 
Duke of Venice, could not agree about their tem- 
poral power ? Speak your Conſcience, To _

T o one that asked him, Whether 2 Papiſt may 
be ſaved ? hereplyed, Tow may be ſaved without 
knowing that, Look to yourſelf, 

To another, whoſe earneſtneſs exceeded his 
knowledge, and was ſtill railing againk the Pa- 
piſts, he gave rhis advice, Pray Sir forbear , till 
you have ftudied the Points better , for the miſe 
Iralians have this Proverb, He that underſtands 
amiſs, concludes worſe - And take heed of think- 
ing, The farther you gs fromthe Church of Rome, 
the nearer you are toGod, 

And to another that ſpake indiſcreer, and bit- 
ter words againſt Arminims, | heard him reply to 
this purpoſe : . 

In my travel towards Venice, as I paſt through 


, Germany, 1 reſted almoſt 4 year at Leyden,where 


Ientred into an acquaintance with Arminius(then 
the Profeſſor of Divinity #n that Univerſity) 4 
man much talk dof inthis Age, which is made up 
of oppoſition and Controverfie: And indeed, if 
I miſtake not Arminius in» his expreſſions ( as ſo 
weak a brain as mine & may eaſily do) then 1 know 
1 differ from him in ſome points 3 yet, 1 profeſs 
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my judgement of him to be, that he was aman of 


moſt rare Learning, and1 knew him tobe of amoſs 
ſtritt life, and of a moſt meek ſpirit. And that he 
was ſo mild, appears by his Propoſals to our Maſter 
Perkins of Cambridge, fr5m whoſe Book, of the 


Order and Cauſes of Salvation (which was firſt 


writ 
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writ in Latin) Arminius took the occaſion of 


writing ſome Queries to him concerning the conſe- 
quents of his Dofrine, intending them ('tis ſaid) 
70 come privately to Mr, Perkin's own hands , and 
70 receive from him, a like private, and 4 like ly- 
ving Anſwer: But, Mr Perkins dyed before theſe 
Queries came to bim; and "tis thonght Arminius 
meant them to aye with him ; for though he lived 
lon after, I have heard he forbore to publiſh them, 
( but ſince his death, his ſons did-not : ) And 'tis 
pity ( if Godbad been ſo pleaſed) that Mr, Per- 
kins did not live to ſee, conſider, and anſwer thoſe 
Propoſals himſelf; for he was alſo of a moſt meek 
| ſpirit, andof great and ſanitified Learning: And 

though fince rei deaths, many (of high parts and 
piety) have undertaken to clear the Controverſie, 


yet, for the moſt part, they have rather ſatisfied 


themſelves , than convinced the diſſenting party. 


And doubtleſs, many midale-witted men ( which 
get may mean well) many Scholars that are not in 
the higheſt Form for Learning (which yet may 
preach well ). men that ſhall never know, till they 
come to Heaven, wherethe queſt ions ſtick betwixt 
Arminius andthe Church of England, will yet in 
this world be tampering with, and thereby perplex- 
zng the Controverſie, and do therefore juſtly fall 
w#nder the reproof of St. Jude, for being Buſte- 
bodies, and for medling with things they under- 
ſtand nor, |

Sir Henry Wotton had propos'd to himſelf, be- 
fore he entred into his Collegiate life, ro write 
the life of Martin Luther z and in ir, the Hiſto- 
ry of the Reformation, as it was carried on in 
Germany : For the doing of which, he had ma- 
ny advantages by his ſeveral Embaſhes into 
thoſe parts, and his intereſt in the ſeveral Prin- 
ces of the Empirez by whoſe means he had ac- 
ceſs to the Records of all the Hans Towns ,' and: 
the knowledge of many ſecret paſſages thar tell 
fot under common view and in theſe he had 
made a happy progreſs, as is well known to his 
worthy friend Dr, Dapps, the late Reverend 
Biſhop of Salxbury; bur in the midſt of this 
deſign, His late Majety (King Charles ) that 
knew the value of Sir Henry Wotrons Pen ) Cid 
by a perſwaſtve loving violence (to which may 
be added a promiſe of 500 /. a year) force him- 
tolay Luther aftde, andberake himſelf ro write 
the Hiſtory of Znzland; in which he proceed- 
ed to write ſome ſhort Charaters of a few 
Kings, as a foundariamt upon which he meant to 
build 5 bur, for the preſent, meant tobe more 
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large inthe ſtory of Henry the ſixth, the Foun: 
der of that Colledge, in which he then enjoy'd 
all the worldly happineſs of his preſent being , 
bur Sir Hezry dyed inthe midſt of this underta-

T is not to be doubted but that Richard 
_ Hooker was born at Heavy-tree near or 
within the PrecinQs, or in the City of 
Exeter3 a City which may juſtly boaſt, 
that it-was the Birth place of him, and 
Sir The, Bodley; 3s indeed the County may in 
which it ſtands, that it hath furniſhed this Nati- 
on with Biſhop Fewel, Sir Francs Drake , Sir 
Walter Raleigh, and many others , memorable 
for their Valour and Learning, He was born 
ab- ut the Year of our Redemption 1553 , and 
of Parents, that were not ſo remarkable fot 
their Extraction or Riches, as for their Virtue 
and Induſtry, and Gods blefſing upon both 3 by 
which they were enabled to educate their Chil- 
dren in ſome degree of Learning, of which our 
Richard Hooker may appear to be one fair teſti 
mony ;. and that Nature is not ſo partial, as al- 

es to give the great bleſſings of Wiſdom 
and Learning, and with them the greater ble{- 
fings of Virtue and Government, to thoſe on- 
- 4g are of- a more high and honourable

His Complexion (if we may gueſs by him 
at the age of Forty) was Sanguine, with a 
mixture of Cholerz and yet, his Motion was 
ſlow even in his Youth, and ſo was his Speech, 
neyer expreſſing an Earneſtneſs in either of 
them, bur a Gravity ſutable ro the Aged, And 
"tis obſerved (ſo far as Inquiry is able to look 
back at this diſtance of Time ) that at his be- 
ing a School-boy he was an early Queſtioniſt , 
quietly inquiſitive Why this was, and that was 
z0t, to be remembred © Why this was granted and 
that denied? This being mixt with a remark- 
able Modeſty, and a ſweet ſerene quiecneſs of 
Nature, and with them a quick apprehenſion 
of many perplext parts of Learning impoſed 
then upon him as a Scholar , made his Maſter 
and others to believe him to have an inward 


| blefled Divine Light,and therefore to conſider 
him toa little wonder. For in that, Children 


were leſs pregnant , leſs confident, and more 
Saas than in this wiſer, but not better,

This Meekneſs and conjunQure of Know- 
ledge, with Modeſty ia his Converſation, being 


obſerved by his Schoolmaſter, cauſed him to 
perſwade his Parents ( who intended him for an 


Apprentice ) to continue him at Schoo], till he 
could find out ſome means, by perſwading his 
rich Unele, or ſore other charitable perſon, to 
eaſe them of a part of their care and charge 5 
aſſuring them, that their ſon was ſo _—_

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with the bleſſings of Nature. and Grace , that 
God ſcemed to fingle him out as a ſpecial In- 
ſtrument of his Glory. And the good man 
told them alſo, that he would double his dili- 
gence in inſtructing him, and would neither ex- 
peR nor receive any other Reward, than the 
content of ſo hopetul and happy an ewploy-

This was not unwelcome News, and eſpeci- 
ally ro his Mother, ro whom he was a duriful 
and dear Child ; and all Parties were ſo = = 
with this propoſal, that it was reſolved (o it 
ſhould be, Andin the mean time his P:rents 
and Maſter Jaid a foundation for his future hap- 
fineſs, by inſtilling into his Soul the ſeeds of 
Piety, thoſe conſcientious principles of /oving 
and fearing God; of an early belief that he knows 
the wery ſecrets of our Souls, That he puniſh:th 
our Fices, and rewards our Innocence z That mt: 
ſhould be free from hypocriſie, and appear to man 
what we are to God, becan(e firſt or laſt the crafty 
71an i catch't in his own ſnare, Thele ſeeds of 
Piery were fo {eaſonab'y planted, and ſo conti- 
nually wa:ered with the daily dew of Gods 
bleſſed Spirit, that his Infant vertues grew into 
ſuch holy habits, as did make him grow daily 
into more and'more fayour both with God aiid 
man, which with the great Learning that he did 
attain to, hath made Richard Hooker honourd in 
this. and will continue him to be {6 to ſucceed-

. This good Schoolmaſter, whoſe Name I am 
not able ro recover ( ang am ſorry , for that I 
would have given him a better memorial in this 
humble Monument, dedicated to the memory 
of his Scholar ) was very follicitous with Fohx 
Hooker,then Chamberlain of Zxeter,and Uncle 
to our Richard, to take his Nephew into his 
care, and to maintain him: for one.Year in the 
Univerſity, and in the mean time to.uſe his en- 
deayours to procure an admiſſion for him into 
ſome Colledge ; ſtill urging and aſſuring him, 
that his Charge would not cont:nue long, for 
the Lads Learning and Manners were both ſo 
rema: kable, that they muſt of neceflity. be ta- 
kea notice of; and chat doubtleſs God would 
provide him ſome ſecond Patron ; that would 
free him and his Parents from their. future care 
and charge, | 

Theſe Reaſons, with the affectionate Rheto- 
rick of his go0J Maſter, and Gods bleſſing up- 
on both, procured from his Uncle a faichtul 
promiſe, that he wou'd take him into his care 
and charge before the expiration of the Year 
following, which was performed by the aſliſt- 
ance of the Learned Fohn Fewell, wholefr, or 
was about the firſt of Queen Maries Reign, ex- 
pel'd ont of Corpue-Chrifi Colledgein Oxford 
(of which he was a Fellow ) for adhering ro 
the Truth of thoſe Principles of Religion, to 
which he had aſſented in the dayes of her Bro- 
ther and Predeceſſor £dwgrd the Sixth ; and 
B 3 he 
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he having nowa juſt cauſe to fear a more heavy 
puniſhment chan Expulſion, was forced, by for- 
{2--ing this, to ſeek (afery in another Nation, 
and, with that ſafety the enjoyment of thar 
DR and Worſhip, for which he ſuf- 
fer'd, 

But the Cloud of thar Perſecution and Fear 
ending with the Life of Queen Mary , the At- 
fairs of the Church and State did then look 
more clear and comfortable; ſo that he, and 
with him many others of the ſame jadgement, 
made a happy return into England abour the firſt 
of Queen Elizabeth ; in which Year,this Fohs 
Fewell was ſent a Commiſſioner or Vifitor of 
the Churches cf the Weſtern parts of this 
Kingdom, and eſpecially of thoſe in Dewon- 
fire, in which County he was born, and then 
and there he contracted a friendſhip with Fohy 
Hooker, the Uncle of our Richard, 

Inthe ſecond or third Year of her Reign, this 
Fohn Fewell was made Biſhop of Salisbary,and 
there being alwayes obſerved in him a witing: 
neſs to do good, and to obliege his Friends,and 
now a power added to it, Fohn Hooker gave him 
a Viſit in Sal/@bary, end beſought him for Charity's 
ſake to look favourably upon a poor Nephew of his, 
whom Nature had fitted for a Scholar , but the 
Eftate of his Parents was fo narrow, that they were 
wnable to give him the advantage of Learying ; 
end that the Biſhop would therefore become his Pa- 
tron, and prevent him from being 4 Tradeſman ; 

or 
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for he was « Boy of remarkable hipes, And 
chough the Biſhop knew men do not uſually 
look with an indifferent eye upon , their own 
Childrenand Relations. yer he afſented o far to 
Fohn Hooker, that he appointed the Boy and his 
Schoolmaſter ſhould attend him about Zſter 
next following at that place, which was done 
accordingly; and then after ſome Queſtions 
and obfervations of the Boyes learning and gra- 
vity,and behaviour,the Biſhop gave his School» 
maſter a reward, and took order for an annual 
Penſton for the Boyes Parents. promiſing alſo 
ro rake him into his care for a future prefermenr, 
which was performed; for about the Fifteenth 
Yearof his age, which was Anno 1567, he was 
by the Biſhop appointed to remove to Oxford, 
and there to attend Dr, Cole, then Prefident of 
Corpus-Chrifti Colledge, Which he did z and 
Dr. Cole had ( according to a promiſe madeto 
the Biſhop) provided tor him both a Tutor 
( which was ſaid to be the learned Dr,Fohn Rey- 
golds ) and 2 Clerks place in that Colledge : 
which place, though ic were nor a full mainte- 
nance, yer with the contribution of his Uncle, 
and the continued Penſiog of his Patron the 
good Biſhop, gave him a comfortable ſubſiſt- 
ence, Andin this concition he continued un» 
tothe Eighteenth Year of his age, ſtill increa- 
fing in Learning and Prudence, and ſo much. in 
Humility and Piety, that he ſeemed to be filled 
with the Holy Ghoſt, and even like St. Fob»

Abourt-this-time of his age he fell into a dan+ 
gerous Sickneſs; which laſted two Months ; all 
which tim: his Mother, having notice of it, did 
in her houtly prayers as earneſtly beg his life of 
God, as the Mother of St. Auguſtine did that 
he might become a true Chriltianz and their 
prayers were both ſo hearc as to be granted, 
W hich Mr, Hooker would often mention with 
much joy, 4nd as often pray that he might never 
live to occaſion any ſorrow to ſo gaod a Mother, of 
whom he would often ſay, he loved her ſo dearly,that 
he would endeavonr to be goed even as much for 
hers, as for hs ownſake. 

As ſoon as he was perfe&tly recovered from 
this Sic.neſs, he took a j-urney from Oxford to 
Exeter, toſatisfieand ſee his good Mother, be- 
ing accompanied with a Countreyman. and 
Companionof his own Colledge, and both on 
foot ; which was then either more in faſhion,or 
want of money, or their humility made it ſo: 
But on foot they went, and took Salisbury in 
their way, purpoſely to ſee the good Biſhop, 
who made Mr, Hooker and his Companion dine 
with him at his own Table 5 which Mr, Hoober 
boaſted of: with mnch joy and gratitude when 
he ſaw his Mother and Friends: And at the Bi- 
ſhops parting with him, the Biſhop gave him 
good Counſe), and his BenediQion, bur forgoy 
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ro give him money z which when the Biſhop had 
conſidered, he ſent a Servantinall haſte to call 
Richard back to him, and at Rzchards return,the 
Biſhop ſaid to him, Richard, 1 ſent for you back 
to lend you 4 Horſe, which hath carried me many 
« Mile, and 1 thank God with much eaſe, and pre- 
ſently delivered into his hand a Walking-ſtaff, 
with which - he- profeſſed he had travelled 
through many parts of Germayy z and he ſaid, 
Richard, 1 do not give, but lend yow my Horſes be 
ſure you be honeſt, and bring my Horſe back ts me 
at yorr return this way to Oxford, And 1 do now 
give you Ten Groats to bear your charges to Exe- 
ters and here is TenGroats more, which Icharee 
Jow to deliver to your Mother, and tell her, I ſend 
her a Biſhods Benedjtion with it, and beg the con+ 
tinuance of her prayers for me. And if you bring 


my Horſe .back to me, I will give you Ten Groats 


more tocarry.you on feet tothe Colledee, and ſo God 
bleſs you, good Richard, -. 

And this, you may believe,was performed by 
both Parties, . Bur, alas! the next News thar 
followed Mr. Hooker to Oxford , was, that his 
learned and charitable Patron had..changed this 
for a better life, ” Which may be believed , for 
that as he lived, ſo hedyed, in deyout medita- 
tion and prayer, andin both ſo zealouſly, that 
it became a religious queſtion, Whether his laſt 
Ejaculations, or his Soul , did firſt enter into

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Andnow Mr, Hooker became a man of for- 
row and fearz of forrow, for the loſs of ſo dear 
and comfortable a Patron ; and of fear, for his 
furnre ſubſiſtence : But Dr. Cole raiſed his ſpi- 
rits from this dejeion, by bidding him go 
chearfully ro his Studies, and afluring him he 
ſhould neither want food nor rayment ( which 
was the nemoſt of his hopes) for he would 
become his Patron, 

And fo he was for about nine months, and 
not longer; for about that time, this following 
accident did befall Mr, Hooker.

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This-or his Learning, And for his Behayi- 
our, amonpſt other Teſtimonies this ſkull re- 
mains of him, That in four years, he was bur 
twice abſent from 'the Chappel prayers; and 
that his Bekaviour-there was ſuch as ſhewed 
an awful reverence of that God which he then 
worſhipped and prayed to; giving all out- 
ward teſtimonies that his Aﬀe@ions were ſer 
on heavenly things, This was his Behaviour 
towards God 3 and tor that to Man, it is obſcr- 
vable that he was neyer known to be angry, or 
paſſionate, or extream in any of his Defires ; 
never heard to repine_or diſpuce with Provi- 
dence, but by a quiet gentle ſubmiſsion and re- 
fignation of his will to the Wiſdome of his 
Creator, bore the barthen of the day with pa- 
tiencez never heardto utter an uncomly word: 
and by this and a grave Behaviour, which is a 


Divine” Charm, he begor an early Reyerence 
unto his Perſan, eycn from thoſe that at other 


times, and in other companies, took 2 libert 
to caſt off chat ſtrikneſs of Behaviour and Di- 
courſe that is required ' in a Collegiate Life, 
And when he took any liberty to be pleaſant , 
his Wir was never blemiſhe with Scoffing, or 
the utterance of any Conceit that border'd 
upon, or might beget a thought of Looſeneſs 
in his hearers, . Thus milde, thus innocent and 
exemplary was his Behaviour in his Colledge, 
and thns this good man continued till his death, 
ſtill increaſing inLearning in Patience,andPiery:

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In this nineteenth year of his age, he was 
December 24. 1573, admitted tobe one of the 
rwenty Scholars of the Foundation, being ele- 
&ed and ſo admitted as born in Dewon or 
Hantſhire , out of which Countries a certain 
number are to be elefted in Vacancies by the 
Founders Statutes, And now, as he was 
much' encouraged, ſo now he was perfealy 
in-orporated into this beloved Colledg, which 
was then noted for an eminent Library, ſtri& 
ſtudents, and remaikible >cholars, 'And in- 
deed it may glory, that it had Cardinal Poole, 
Biſhop Fewel, Door Fohn Reynolds, and Do- 
Qor Thomas Fackſon of that Foundation: The 
Firft, famous for his Learned Apology for the 
Church of England, and his Defence of it a- 
oainſt Harding, The Second, for the learned 
and wiſe Menage of a publique Diſpute with 
Fohn Hart (of the —_ per{[waſion) about 
the Head and Faith of the Church, and'then 
printed by conſent of both parties, And, the 
Third, for his moſt excellent Expoſicion of the 
Creed, and other Treatiſes: All ſuch as have 
given greateſt ſatisfaRion to men of the greateſt 
Learning, Nor was this man more Note- 
worthy tor his Learning, than for his ſtrit and 
and pions Life, teſtified by his abundant love 
and charity to all men, | 
Andin the year 1576, Feby. 23. Mr, Hook- 
ers Grace was given him' tor 7nceptor of Arts, 
Doctor Herbert Weſtphaling, a man of notefor

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Learning, being then Vice-chancellour, And 
the At following he was compleated Maſter , 
which was Ano 1577. his Patron DoQor Cole 
being Vice-chancellour that year, and his dear 
friend Henry Savill of Merten College. being

which founded 1n.. Oxford two famous Le- 
ures, and endowed them with liberal main-

*Twas that Sir Henry Savil, that tranſlated 
and enlightned the Hiſtory of Cornelius Taci- 
tw, with a moſt excellent Comment, and en- 
riched the world by his laborious and charge- 
able colle&ing the ſcattered pieces of S. chy 
ſoftome, and the publication of them ia one en- 
tire Body in Greekz in which Language he 
was a moſt judicious Critick, - *T was this Sir 
Henry Savill, that had the happineſs to be a 
Comp and familiar friend to Mr, Hoo- 
ker z and let Poſterity know it, 

And in this year of 15977, He was admitted 
Fellow of the Colledge; happy alſo in being 
the Contemporary and Friend of Dr, Fobn Rey- 
molds, of whom I have lately ſpoken; and of 
Dr. Spencer: both which were after, and ſuc- 
ceſſively, made Preſidents of Corpwe-Chrifi 
Colledgez men. of great Learning and Meri, 
and famous in their Generations,

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In order to which Sermon, to Londoy he came,

alſo for his Lodging and Dyet two days before, 
and one day after his Sermon ; this houſe was 
then kept by Fohn Churchman , ſometimes a 
Draper of good Note in Watling-ſtreet ,. upon 
whom Poverty had ar laſt come like an armed 


- man, and brought him into a neceflitous condi- 


tion; which, though it be a puniſhment , is not 
alwayes an argument of Gods disfavour, for he 
was a yertuous man: I ſhall nor yer give the 
like teſtimony of his Wife, but leave the Rea- 
der to judge by what follows.

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 Andin this firſt publick appearance to the 
World, he was not fo happy as to be free from 
Exceptions againſt a point of Doctrine deliyer-. 
edin his Sermon, which was, That in God there 
were two Wills, an Antecedent, and a Conſequent 
will, his firſt Will that all Mankind ſhould be [a- 
ved; but his ſecond Will was, that thoſe only 
ſhould be ſaved, that did live anſwerable to that 
degree of Grace which he had offered, or afforded 
them. This ſeemed to croſs 2 late Opinion of 
Mr. Calvins,and then taken for granted by ma- 
ny that had not a capacity toexamine it, as it. 
had been by him, and hach been ſince by Dr. 
Fackſon, and Dr, Hammond, and others of great

Bat the juſtifying of-this DoRrine did not

In this charaRer of the Times, I ſhall, by the 
Readers favour. and for his information, look ſo 
far back as to the beginning of the Reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, a time in which the many pre- 
tended Titles to the Grown, the frequent Treaſons, 
the Doubts of her Succeſſor , the late Civil War, 
and the ſharp Prrſecation that raged tothe effuſion 
of ſo much blood in the Reign of Queen Mary, 


. were frefh in the memory ot all men; and, be- 


got fears in the moſt pious and wiſeſt of this 
Nation, leſt the like dayes ſhould return again to- 
them, or cheir preſenc poſteriry, And the ap- 
prehenſion of theſe dangers , begot a hearty 
defire of a ſettlement in the Church and State, 
believing there wasno other probable way letr 
to make them ſit quierly under their own Vines 
and Fig-trees,and enjoy the deſired fruic of cheir 
Labours, | But, Time, atid Peace, and Plenty,be- 
got Self-eyds, and theſe begor Animoſitiecs, En- 
wy, Oppoſition, and Unthankfulneſs fot thoſe ve- 
ry bleſſings for which chey lately chitſted, being

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then the very utmoſt of their defires, and even 
beyond their hopes. = 
- "This was theremper of the Times inthe be- 
ginning of herReigo, and thus it continued too 
long; for thoſe very .people that had enjoyed 

. thedeſires of their hearts in a Reformation from 
Rome, became at laſt ſolike the grave, as never 
to be ſatisfied ; but were ſtill thirſting for more 
and more,negle&ing to pay that Obedience,and 
perform thoſe Vows which they made in their 
dayes of adverſities and fear: ſo that in ſhort 
eime, there appeared three ſeveral Intereſts, 
each of them fearleſs and reſtleſs inthe proſecu- 

tion of their deſigns ; they may for diſtintion 
be called, The active Romaniſts, The reſtleſs 
Non- conformiſts (of which there were many 
ſorts ) and, The paſſive peaceable Proteſtant, 
The Counſels of the firſt conſidered, and. re- 
ſolved on in Rowe - the ſecond in Scotland, in 
Gexeva, andin divers ſelected, ſecrer,dangerous 
Conventicles, both there,and within the boſom 
of our own Nation: the third pleaded and de- 
fended their Cauſe by eſtabliſht Laws,both Ec- 
cleſiaſtical and Civil z and if they were ative, 
it was to prevent the other two from deſtroying 
what was by thoſe known Laws happily eſta- 
bliſht tothem and their Pofterity: | 
I ſhall forbear to mention the very many and 
dangerous Plots of the Romaniſts againſt the 
Church and Stare, becauſe whats principally in- 
tended in this digreffion, is an account of the 
Opinions 
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| _ Opinions and Activity of the Non-conformiſts ; 
2gainſt whoſe judgement and practice, Mr, Hoo- 
ker becameactlaſt, buc moſt unwillingly ,: to be 
ingaged in a Book-war 5: a War;zwhich he main- 
tained not as againſt an' Enemy, but with the 
ſpirit of meekneſs and reaſon, ' TEE 
In which number of Non-conformiſts, though 
ſome might be fincere,welLmeaning men,whoſe 
#ndiſcreet Zeal might beſolike Charity,as there- 
by to cover a multitnde of, their Errours4 yer, 
of this gar 47 were many that were poſ- 
ſeſt with. a high degree of ſpiritual wickedneſs, 
I mean, with an innatereſtleſs pride, and mabice, 
Ido not mean the viſible carnal ſins of Glarrony, 
and Drunkenzeſs , and: the ike .(:from which 
good Lord:deliver us) but, finsof a higherna- 
cure, becauſe they are moreunlike God, who! is 
the God of love and mercy,and order;and praces 
and more like the Dewil, who is: not a Glatton, 
nor can be:d4x«xk,and yet isa Devil ; but I mean 
thoſe ſpiritual wickednefſes: of malice and re- 
wvenge,and an: oppoſition. to. Government, Men 
that joyed. to. be the Authors of miſery, which 
is properly. his work that is the enemy and diſtur- 
ber of Mankind ; and, greater ſins than Gluttony 
or Drunkenne(s, though ſome will not believeir, 
And of this-party; there were alſo many; whom 
prejudice and a furious Zeal had ſo blinded;as to 
make them neither to hear reaſon,nor adhere'ro 
the wayes'of peace, Men, that were the dregs 
of Mankind, whom Pride and Self-conceit , "= 
made 
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made to overvalue their own pitifal, crooked 
wiſdom ſo much, as not to be atham'd to hold 
fooliſh and unmannerly Diſputes againſt choſe 
men whom they onghe to reveretice z and;thoſe 
-Laws which they ought toobey, Mean, that la- 
. bourd and joyed to find ont the faults, and to 
ſpeak evil of Government z and then; ts be the 
Authors of Confuſion, Men, whotn Compa- 
ny, and Converfation, and Cuſtom, hag at laſt ſo 
blinded, and made ſo infenfiblethat theſe were 
fins; that, like choſe thar periſht .in the g41- 
ſaying of Core, fo thele dyed without repencing

And'in theſe Times which tended thus to 
Confuſton , chere were-alſo many others chat 
pretended a tendernefs of Conſcience, refuſing 
to.take an Oath before a lawfal Magiſtrate and 
yet theſe men, in their ſecret Conventicles, did 
covenant and ſwear to each other, tobe affidu- 
ous and fairhful in uſing rheir beſt etideavonrs to 
ſer upthe Presbyterian Dottrine and Diſciplines 
2nd, both in: ſuch a manner asithey themſelves 
had nor yer agreedon, | Towhich end, there 
were many thac wandred up and down, ahd were 
active 1n ſowing Diſcoatents and Seditiqn , by 
yenemous and ſecret murmurings, and 2 —_— 
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fion of ſcurrilous Pamphlets and-Eibels againſt 
the Church and State, but eſpecially againſt the 
Biſhops ; by which means, together with indif- 
creet Sermons, the common, people became ſo 
phanatick, as to believe the: Biſhops to be Antis; 
chrift, and the only obſtruQters of Gods D:ſci- 
pline ; and then given over to ſuch adeſperate 
dehufion, as to find ont a Text inthe Revelation 
of '8t, Fohn, that' Antichriſt mas to be overcome 
by the Sword. Sythar thofe very men,thart be- 
San with render and meek Petzrions, proceeded - 
to Adwmonitjons,thtento Satyrical Rewonſtrancess

other time, when He. had appointed a day-of. 
Feaſting,the Church declared fora general Faſt;, 
 Tothis height they weregrownia both Na-. 
tions, and by theſe means there was diftill'd into, 
the minds of the common people ſuch other: - 
venemous and turbulent principles, as were. in- 
conſiſtent with the fafery of the Church and. 
State: and theſe vented ſo daringly, that, be- 
fide the loſs of lite and limbs, they were forced: 
to uſe ſuch other ſeverities as will not admit. of 
an excuſe, if ithad not been to preyent Confu-: 
fon, and the perillous conſequences: of it; 
which, without ſich prevention, would have. 
been Ruige and Miſery to this numerous Na- 
ein, | | 
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Theſe Errours and Animoſfities were fo re- 
markable, that they begot wonder in an ingemi- 
ous /talian, who being about this time come 
newly into'this Nation , writ ſcoffingly to a 
friend in his own Countrey, to this purpoſe, 7hat 
the Commons people of England were wiſer than 
the wiſeſt of his wiſer Nation z for, here the very 
Women and Shop-keepers, were able to judee of 
Predeſtination, and dttermine what Laws were fit 
to be made concerning Charch-eovernment 3 and 
then, what were fit te be obeyedor aboliſht, That 
they were more able ( or at leaſt thought ſo) to raiſe 
and determine perplext Caſes of Conſcience, thai 
the wiſeſt of the moſt learned Colledges inltaly. 
That men of the ſlighteſt Learning, and the moſt 
ignorant of the Common people, were mad for a new- 

or Super- or Re-reformation \ef* Religion ; amd 
that im this they appeared like that man, who 
would never ceaſe ro whet and whet his knife, 
till there was no ſteel left ro make it uleful, And 
he concluded his Letter with this obſervation, 
That thoſe very men that were moſt, biiſie in Opps- 
fitions, and Diſputations, and Controverſies, of 
finding out the Lets of their Governers,had uſu- 
ally the leaſt of Humility and Mortification,or of 
the power of Godlineſs. | 
And to heighten all theſe Diſcontents and 
Dangers, there was alfo ſprung up a generation 
of Godleſs men ; men thar had fo long giygn 
way to their own luſt of deluſion, and ſo highly 
oppoſedthe bleſſed motions <4 his Spirit , _ 
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the inward light of their own Conſciences, that 
they had thereby finned themſelves inco a be- 
lief which they would, but could not believe 3 
intoa belief which is repugnant even to humane 


Natu:re ( for the Heathens believe that there * 


are many gods ) but theſe had ſin'd themſelves 
into a belief that there was no God, ſo finding 
nothing in themſelves but what was worſe than 
nothing, began to wiſh what they were not able 
to hope for, that they ſhould be like the beaſts 
that periſh: And wicked company,which is the 
Atheiſts SanQuary, were ſo bold as to ſay fo, 
chough the worſt of Mankind when he is lefr 
alone at midnight, may wiſh, but cannot then 
think it a belief that there is no God, Into this 
wretched, this reprobate condition, many had 
then ſinned themſelyes, ; 

And now when the Charch was peſtered with 
them, and with all theſe other Irregularities ; 
when her Lands were in danger of Alienation, 
her Power at leaſt negleRed, and her Peace rom 
to pieces by ſeveral Schiſms, and ſuch Hereſies 
as do uſually attend that fin ( for Herefies do 
uſually out-live their firſt Authors) when the 
Common people ſeemed ambitions of doing 
thoſe very things that were attended with moſt 
dangers, that thereby they might be puniſh'd, 
and rhen applauded and pitiedz when they cal- 
led the Spirit of oppoſition a Tender Conſci- 
ouce, and complained of perſecution , becauſe 
rhey wanted power oo partecure orhers5 when 
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the giddy multitude raged, and became reſtleſs 
to find out miſery for themſelves and others 
and the Rabble would herd themſelves toge= 
ther, and endeavour to govern and at in ſpight 
of Authority, In this extremity of fear, and 
dangerof the -*hurch and Stare, when ro ſup- 
preſs the growingevils of both, they needed a 
man of prudence and piety, and of an high and 
fearleſs fortitude, they were bleſt in all by Fokx 
Whiteift his being made Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury; of whom Sir Henry Wotton ( that knew 
him well, for he was his Pupil ) gives this true 
Character : That hewas a manof Reverend and 
Sacred memory; and, of the primitive temper x 


ſuch a temper, as when the Church by lowlineſs of 
Spirit did flouriſh in highsſt examples of Fir- 


tue, | 
' AndthoughlIdare not undertake to add to 
this excellent and true charaQer of Sir Henry 
Wotton, yetT ſhall neither do right to this Diſ- 
courſe, nor tro myReader, if I torbear to give 
him a further and ſhort account of the life and 


manners of this excellent man; and it ſhall be ' 


ſhort, for T long to end this digreſſion,that I may 
lead my Reader back to Mr. Hooker , where we 
left him act the Temple. 

Fohn Whiteift was born in the County of 
Lincoln,of a Family that was ancient,and noted 
to be both prudear, and affable; and Gentile by 
natures he was educated in Cambridge, muc 
of his. Learning was acquired in Pexwbroke- Hall, 
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(where Mr, Bradford the Martyr was his Tutor) 
from thence he was remoy'd to Peter-houſe,from 
thence to be Maſter of Pembroke Hall,and from 
thence to the Maſterſhip of Trinity Colledge: 
Abont which time, the Queen made him Her 
- Chaplain. and not long after Prevend of Zh, 
and then Dean of Lincoln, and having for ma- 
ny years paſt look: upon him with mych reye- 
rence and favour, gave him a fair teſtimony of 
both, by giving bim the Biſhoprick of War- 
ceſter, and (which was not a uſual favour) for- 
giving him his Firſt-fruits ; then by conſtituting 
him Vice-preſident of the principality of 77 ales, 
And having experimented his Wiſdom, his Ju- 
ſtice, and Moderation in the menage of Her af- 
fairs, in both theſe places z She, in the 26th of 
Her Reign, made him Archbiſhop of Canterbu- 
ry, and not long-after of Her Privy Council, 
and truſted him to manage all Her Ecclefiaſti- 
cal Aﬀairs and Preferments, In all which Re- 
moves, he was like the Ark, which left a bleſ- 
ſing upon the place where it reſted 3 and in all 
his Imployments was like Fehoida,that did good 
unto Tſrael, | ; 


T heſe were the ſteps of this Biſhops aſcen- | 


ſion to this place of dignity and cares ; in which 
place (to ſpeak Mr. Cambdexs very words in 
is Annals ) he dewoutly conſecrated both his 
whole life toGod, and hi painful labours to the 
coodof his Church, And yer in this place he 
m2: with many oppoſitions in the regulation of 
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Church-affaits, which were much diſordered at 
his entrance, by reaſon of the age and remiſneſs 
of Biſhop Grizdall, his immediate Predeccfſor, 
the aivity of®the Non-conformiſts, and their 
chief aſfliſtant the Earl of Leiceſter, and indeed 
by .too many others of the like Sacril-gious 
principles, With theſe he was to encounter ; 
and, though he wanted neither courage, [nor a - 
good caule, yer he foreſaw, that withour a great 
meaſure of che Queens favour.it was impoſſible 
to ſtand in the breach that was made into the 
Lands and Immuaities of the Church , or to 
maintain the remaining rights of it, And there- 
fore by juſtifiable facred Inſinuations ſuch as Sr, 
Paul to Aerippa ( Aerippa, believeſf thu? T- 
know thou believeſt) he wrought himſelÞ into 
ſo great a degree of favour with Her, as by 
his pious uſe of it, hath got both of them 
a great. degree of Fame in this World , and 
of Glory in that into which they are now 
entred. | 

His merits to theQueen, and Her favours to 
him were ſuch, that She called him Her little 
black Husband, and called his Servants Her Ser- 
wants : andShe ſaw fo viſible and bleſſed a 1in- ' 
cerity ſhine in all his cares and endeavours for 
the Churches, and for Her good, that She wzs 
ſuppoſed to truſt him with the very ſecrets of 
Her Soul, and to make him Her Confeſlor ; of 
which She gave many fair teſtimonies, and of 
which one was, that. She would never eat Fleſh 
D3 8 
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in Lent without obtaining a Licence from her lit- 


tle black Husband: and would often ſay, She 
pitied him becauſe She truſted him, and had eaſed 
Her ſelf. by laying the burthen of all Her Clergy- 
cares upon his ſhoulders , which he managed with 
prudence and piety. 


' T fhillnor keep my ſelf within the promiſed | 


Rules of brevity ip this account of his Intereſt 
with Her Majeſty, and his care of. the Churches 
Rights, if in this digreffion I ſhould enlarge to 
particulars z and therefore my defire is, that one 
Example may ſerve for a Teſtimony of both, 
And that the Reader may the better under- 
ſtand it., he may take notice, that not many 
years before his being made Archbiſhop , there 
pafſed gn AR or Ads of Parliament, intending 
the better preſervation of Church-lands, by re- 
calling a power which was veſted in others to 
Sell or Leaſethem, by lodging and truſting the 
furure care and protection of them only in the 
Crown ; And amongſt many that made a bad 
uſe of this power or truſt of the Queens , the 
Earl of Leitefter was one ; and the Biſhop having 
by hisIntereſt withHer Majeſty,put a ſtop tothe 
Earls ſacrilegious deſigns, they two fell to a open 
oppoſition before Her ; after which they both 
quitted the Room, not friends in appearance 5 
but the Biſhop made a ſudden and a ſeaſonable 
eturnto Her Majeſty (for he found Her alone ) 
and ſpake to Her with great humility and reyes» 
rence, and to this purpoſe,

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The Life of Wr. Richard Þooker. 
Beſeech Tonr Majefty to hear me with patience, 

[ and to believe that Yours, and the Churches 

ſafety, are dearer to me than my Life ; but, my 
Canning dearer than both : and therefore give 

me leave to do my Duty,and tell You, i nat Princes 

are deputed Nurſing Fathers of the Church, 
and owe it aproteQtion ; avdtherefore God forbid 

that Tow ſhould be ſo much as Paſſive in her Ru- 

ines, when Tow may prevent it ; or that I ſhould 
behold it without horrour and deteſtation, or ſhould 
forbear to tell Your Majeſty of the. ſin and danger 
of Sacriledge : And, though Tou and my ſelf were 
born in an Age of Frailties, when the primitive 
piety and care of the Churches Lands and Immu- 
aities are much decayed; yet ( Madesm) let me 
beg that you would firſt conſider that there are ſuch 
ſins as Prophaneneſs and Sactiledge ; and, that 
if there were not,they could not have names in Ho- 
ly Writ, and particalarly in the New Teſtament: 
And I beſerch You to conſider, that though our $4- 
viogr ſaid, He judged no man; and toteſtifie it, 
would not judge nor divide the inheritance betwixt 
the two Brethren ; nor would judge the Woman ta- 
ken in Adultery : yet, in this point of the Churches 
Rights he was ſo zealous.that he made himſelf both 
the Accuſer, and the Judge, and the Executioner 
too, to puniſh theſe ſins witnefſed, in that he him- 
ſelf made the Whip to arive the Prophaners out of 
the Temple, overthrew the Tables of the Money- 
changers, and drove them out of it, And conſider 
that it was St, Paul that ſaid tothoſe Chriſtians 4 
- 
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hs time that were offended with Idolatry, yet com- 
mitted yacriledgez Thou that abhorreſt Idols, 
doſt thou commit Saciiledge? Suppoſing(T think) 
Sacriletge the greater ſin. This way occaſion Tour 
Majeſty ts conſider thatthere ts ſuch ain as Sacti- 
ledg-; and to incline You toprevent the Curſe that 
will follow it, 1 beſeech You alſo to confider , that 
Conttanrine the firſt Chriſtian Emperour, and 
Helena his Mother; that King Edgar, and Ed- 
ward the C onfeſlor, and indeed many others of 
Your Pred:c:fſors, and many private Chriſtians, 
have alſogiventoGod, and to his Church , much 
Land, and many Immunities, which they might 
have given to thoſe of their own Families,and did 
wot : but, gave them as an abſolute Right and 
Sacrifice to God : And, with theſe Immunities 
and Lands they have entail'd a Curſe upon the 
Alienators of them; God prevent Your Majeſty 
from being liable tothat Curſe, 

And,to make You that are truſted with their pre- 
ſervation, the better to underſtand the danger of it, 
I beſeech Tos forget not, that, of md theſe Curſes, 
the Charthes Land and Power have been alſo en- 
deavoured to be preſerved, as fay 45 Humane Rea- 
ſon, andthe Law of this Nation have been able to 
preſerve them, by an immediate and moſt ſacred 
Obligation on the Conſciences of the Princes of this 
Realm. For, they that conſult Magna Charta,ſhal 
fnd, that as all Your Predeceſſors were at their Co- 
r0nation. ſo Yon alſo were ſworn before all the Nobi- 

[OT and Biſhops then preſent, and in the preſents 
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of God, andinhis ſtead ts him that anointed Ton, 
To maintain the Church-lands, and the Rights 
belonging to it 3 and this teftified openly at the 
holy Altar, by laying Your hands on the Bible then 
lying upon it, And not- only Magna Charta , but 
many modern Statutes have denounced a Curſe up- 
os thoſe that break Magna Charta : 4 Curſe like 
the Leprofie, that was intail'd on the Jews; for, 
a5 that, ſo theſe Curſes have and will cleave to the 
wvery ſtones of thoſe buildings that have been con- 
ſecrated to God ; and, the fathers ſin of Sacti- 
ledge, will prove to be intail'd on his Son and Fa- 
mily, And now what account can be given for the 
breach of this Oath at the Laſt great day. either by 
Your Majeſty , or by me, if it be wilfully , or but 
neeligently violated, 1know not ? 

And therefore , good Madam, let not the late

2nany poor Vicaridges in this Nation, And there- 
fore, as Tow are by a late Ad or Atts of Parlia- 
ment entruſted with a great power t0 preſerve or

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The Queens patient hearing this affeRio- 
nate Specy, and her future Care to preſerve 
the Charches Rights, which tili then had been 
negleted, may appear a faix Teftimony, that 
he made hers and the Churches Good the 
chiefeſt of his Cares, and that ſhe alſo thought 
ſo. And of this there were ſuch daily refti- 
- monies given, as begot betwixe them ſo myu- 
tual a joy and confidence, that they ſeemed 
born to believe and do goodto each other; the 
not doubting his Piety to be more than all his 
Oppoſers,which were many ; nor his Prudence 
equal to the chiefeſt of her Council, who were 
then as remarkable for ative Wiſdome , as 
thoſe dangerous Times did require, or this Na- 
tion did ever enjoy, And in this condition he 
continued twenty yearss inwhich time he ſaw 
ſome Flowings, but many more Ebbings of 
her Favour towards all men that oppoſed him, 
eſpecially the Earl of Leiceſter : ſo that God 
ſeemed ſill ro keep him in her Favour, that 
he might preſerve the remaining Church Lands 
and Immunities from Sacrilegious Alienations, 
And this Good man deſeryed all the Honour 
and Power with which ſhe truſted him z for he 
was a pious man, and naturally of Noble and 
Grateful Principles ; he eaſed her of all her 
Church- cares by his wiſe Menage of them 
he gave her faithful and prudent Connſels in all 
the Extremities and Dangers 6f her Temporal 
Afﬀairs, which were many 5 he lived to wn 

the 
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the Chief Comfort of her Life in her Decli- 
ning age, to be then moſt frequently with her, 
and her Aſsiſtant at her private Devotions, ro 
be the greateſt Comfort;of her Soul upon her 
Death-bed, to be preſent at the Expiration of 
her laſt Breath, and to behold the cloſing of 
' thoſeEyes that had long looked upon him 
with Reverence and AﬀeRion, And let this 
alſo be added, thathe was the Chief Mourner 
ather fad Funeral? nor ler this be forgotten, 
that within a few hours after her death , he 
was the happy Proclaimer, that King Fames 
(her. peaceful Succefſour ) was Heir ro the 
Crown, | | 
Lec me beg of my Reader. to allow me to 
ſay alittle, and: bur a little, more of this good 
Biſhop, and I ſhall chen preſently lead him back 
to Mr, Hooker ; and, becauſe I would haſten, I 
will mention but onepart of the Biſhops Chari- 
ty and Humility, but this of both : He built 
a large Almes-houſenear to his own Palace at 
Croyden in Surry, and endowed it with Main- 
tenance for a Maſter and twenty eight poor 
Men and Women ; which he viſited ſo often, 
that he knew their Names and Diſpoſitions , 
and was fo truly humble, that he called them 
Brothers and Siſters : and whenſoever the 
Queen deſcended to that lowlines to dine with 
him ar his Palace in Lambeth, (which was very 
often ) he would uſually thenext day ſhew the 
like lowlineſs to his poor Brothers and Siſters 
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at Croydon, and dine with them at his Hoſpitals 
at which cime, you may believe, there was Joy 
at the Table. And at this place he built alſo a 
fair Free-School, with a good Accommodation 
and Maintenance for the Maſter and Scholars; 
Which gave juſt occaſion for Boyſe Siſ, then 
Embaſſadour for the French King, and Reſident 
here, at the Biſhops death . to ſay, The Biſhop 
hai publiſhed many learned Books, but a Free- 
ſchool to train up Touth, and an Hoſpital to lodge 
and maintain aged and poor People , were the beſt 
Evidences of Chriſtian Learying that « Biſhop 
could leave to Poſterity, This good Biſhop lived 
to ſee King Fames ſettled in Peace, and then 
fell fick at his Palace in Lambeth; of which 
when the King had notice, he went to viſit him, 
and found him in his Bed in a declining condici- 
on, and very weak; and after ſome ſhort diſ- 
courſe betwixt them, the King, at his depar- 
ture aſſured him , He had a great Afﬀedtion for 
him, and avery highwalue for his Prudence and 
pertues, and would indeavour to bee his life of 
God, To which the good Biſhop replied, Pro 
Eccleſia Dei, Pro Eccleſia Dei: which were the 
laſt words he ever ſpake; therein teſtifying , 
that as in his Life, ſo at his Death, his chiefeſt 
care was of Gods Church, 

This Fohn Whitgift was made Archbiſhop in 
the year 1583, In which buſie place, he con- 
tinued twenty years and ſome moneths3 and in 
which time, you may.believe, he had-many ot 
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als of his Courage and Patience but his Motto 
was, Finct, qui patiter, 
"And he made it good, Many of his many 
Trials were occafioned by the then powerful 
Earl of Leiceſter , who did ftill (but ſecretly } 


© raife and cheriſh 'a FaRion 'of Non-confor- 


miſts ro oppoſe him z. eſpecially one Thomas 
Cartwrizht, a man of noted Learning , ſome- 
time Contemporary with the Bifhop in Cam- 
britze, and of the fame Colledge, of which 
the Biſhop had been Maſterz in which place 
there began tome Emularions ( the particu- 
lars T forbear) and at laſt open and high Op- 
pofirions berwixt them; .and in which you 
my believe Mr. Cartwright was moſt faulty, if 
his Expulfion out of rhe Qaiverficy can incline 
you to it, 

And in this diſcontent aſeer the Earls death 


(which was 1588) Mr, Cartwright appeared 


a chief Cherifher of a Party that were for the 
Geneva 'Church-government; and to effet 
it, he ran himſelf into many dangers both of 
Liberty and Life , appearing ar the laſt to ju- 
ſtifie himſelf and his Parcy in many Remon- 
ftrances, which he cauſed to be printed, and 
to which the Biſhop made afirſt Anſwer, and 
Cartwright replyed upon him; and then the 
Biſhop having rejoyned co 'his firſt Reply , Mr, 


" Cartwright either was, or was perſwaded co be, 


ſatisfied: for he wrote no more, bur lefrj the 
Reader to be judge which had _ 
Same 
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Cauſe with moſt Charity and Reaſon, After 
ſome ſilence, Mr, Cartwrieht received from 
the Biſhop many perſonal Favours, and reti- 
red himſelf to 2 more private Living, which 
was at Warwick, where he was made Maſter of 
an Hoſpital, and lived quietly, and grew rich, 
and where the Biſhop gave him a Licence to 
Preach, upon promiſes not to meddle with 
Controverſies, but incline his Hearers to Piery 
and Moderation 5 anid this Promiſe he kept du- 
ring his Life, which ended 1602 , the Piſhop 
farviving him but ſome few moneths : each , 
—_— his dates in perfe& Charity with the 
other, | 

And now after this long Digreſſion made for 
the Information of my Reader concerning 
what follows, I bring him back to venerable 
Mr, Hooker, where we left him in the Temple, 
and where we ſhall find him as deeply engaged 
in a Controverfie with Walter Trevers,a Friend 
and Fayorite of Mr. Cartwriehts, as the Biſhop 
had ever been with Mr, Cartwrieht himſelf g 
and of which ſhall proceed to give this follow- 
ing account, 

And firſt this; That though the Pens of 
Mr, Cartwright-and the Biſhop were now at 
reft, yer thete was ſprung up a new Generati- 
on of reſtleſs men, that by Company and Cla- 
mours are poſſeſt of a Faith which they 
oughtte have kept to themſelves, bur could 
nor; men that were become poſitive in afſert- 
> 
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ing, That a Papeſt cannot be ſaved: inſomuch 
that about this time, at the Execution of the 
Queen of Scots, the Biſhop that preached her 
Funeral Sermon ( which was Doctor Howland , 
then Biſhop of Peterborough) was reviled for 
not being poſitive for her Damnation, And 
beſide this Boldneſs of their becoming Gods, 
ſo far as toſet limits to his Merciesz there was 
not onely one Martin Mar-prelate , but other 
venemous Books daily printed and diſperſed ; 
Books that were ſo abſard and ſcurrilous, that 
the graver Divines Ciſdained them an An- 
ſwer. And yet theſe were grown into high 
eſteem with the Common people , tiil Tore 
Naſh appeared againſt them all , who was a 
man of a ſharp wit, and the Maſter of a ſcofting 
Satyrical merry Pen, which he imployed to 
diſcover the Abſurdities of thoſe blind maliti- 
ous ſenſleſs Pamphlets, and Sermons as ſenſleſs 
as they; Naſh his Anſwer being like his 
Books, which bore theſe Titles, Anz Almond 
for a Parrot. A Fig for my Gogd-ſon, Come 
crack me this Nut , and thelike: fo that his 
merry Wit made ſuch a diſcovery of theix 
Abſurdities, as ( which is ſtrange ) he pur 
a greater ſtop to theſe malicious Pam- 
_ , than a much wiſer man had been 
able, | 

And now the Reader is to.take notice, That 
at the Death of Father Alvie, who was Maſter 


of the Temple, this Walter Travers was Ledu- 
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rer there for the Evening Sermons, which he 
preach'd with great approbatioh, eſpecially of 
che younger Gentletnen of that Society 5 and 
for the moſt part approved by Mr. Hooker him-

ſelf, inthe midſt of their oppoſirions, For he” 


contiriued Lecturer a part of his time, Mr, Tra- 
 wers being indeed a man of a Comperent 
Leartiing, of a winning Behaviour, and of a 
blameleſs Life. - But he had taken Orders by 
the Presbytery in A*twerp,(and with them ſome 
opinions, that could never be eradicated) and 
if in any thing he was tranſported, it was in am 
extreme defir= to ſer up that Government ir 
this Nation: For the ptomoting of which, he 
had a correſpohdence with Theodore Beza at Ge- 
neva, and others in'Scetland; and w:is one of 
the chiefeſt aſſiſtants to Mr, Cartwrieh! in that

Mr. Treveys had alſo a patticular hope to 
ſet up this Government in the Temple, and td 
that end uſed his endeavours to be Maſter of 
it, and his being diſappointed by Mr, Hookers

he was able to prove his Adverſaries Opinioa | 


erroneops, And thus it contigued a long time, 
till che Oppoſitions became ſo viſible, and the 
Conſequences fo dangerous, eſpecially. in thac 
place, that the prudent Archbiſhop put a ſtop. 
to Mr. Travers bis Preaching by 2 poſitive 
Prohibition: Againſt which Mx. Travers Ap- 
peal'd and Petition'd Her Majeſties 'Privy 
Council to have it recalled: and where hs 
met with many afhiſting Friends ; but they 
were not, able to preyail with or againſt the 
Arch-biſhop, whom the Queen had inzruſted 
with all Church-power: and he had received fo 
fair a Teſtimony of Mr, Hookers Principles, and 
of his Learning and: Moderation, that he wich- 
ſtood all Sollicitations, But-rhe denyiog. this 
Petition of Mr, Travers was unpleaſant..to: di- 
vers of his Party ; and, the 'Realonableneſs of 
it became art laſt to.be. ſo magmified by- them 
and many- others of that party, as never to be 
anſwered ; ſo.that intending the Biſhops, and: 
Mr. Hookers diſgrace, they procured it to be 
privately printed, and ſcattered abroad : and 


thetn Mr. Hooker was forced to PPE VION Ts 


which he did, and Dedicated it to: the. Arch 
biſhop.; and..it proved fo full an Anfwer,..an 
anſwer that had in; it ſo muchof clear Reaſon, 
2nd writ with ſo much Meeknefs. and Majeſty: 
of Style, that the Biſhop began to. wonder at 


the Man, to rcjoyce that he bad typeand 
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his Cauſe, and diſdained not earneſtly to beg 
his Friendthip, evena familiar Friendſhip, with a 
man of ſo much quiet Learning and Humility, 
Toctumerate the many particular points, in 
which Mr: Hooker and Mr. Travers diſſented, 
(all of moſt of which, I have ſeen written)would 
prove act leaſt tedious 5 and therefore, I ſhall

Mr, Travers excepted againſt Mr, Hooker,

The Sermon that gave him the cauſeof this 
his Juſtification-makes the Caſe more'plain, by | 
declaring that there # beſides this Certainty f 
Evidence, a Certainty of Adherence - in whic 
having moſt excellently demonftrated what the 
Certainty of Adherence is, he makes this com- 
fortable uſe of it, Comfortable (he ſayes) as to 
weak Believers, who ſuppoſe themſelves to be 
farthleſs, not to believe, when notwithſtanding | * 
they havetheir Adherence ; the Holy Spirit hath | © 


bi private operations, and worketh ſecretly in 
them, and effeftually too, though they want the in- 
ward Teſtimony of it, 


Tell this to a man that hath a mind too 
much dejected by a ſad ſenſe of hisfin ; to: one 
that by a too ſevere judging of himſelf, con- 
cludes that he wants Faith , becauſe he wants 
the comforrable Aſſurance of it ; and his An- 
ſwer will be, Do not perſwade me againſt my 
knowledee , againſt what I finde and feel in my 
ſelf; 1 donor, I know, Ido not $elieve. (Mr, 
Hookers own words follow) Well then, to faveur 
ſuch men 4 little in their weakneſs , Let that be 
granted which they do imagine; beit that they 
adhere not to Gods Promiſes, but are faithlefs _ 

wit H;= 
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without belief 5 but are they not grieved for their 
”. wnbtlief ? they confeſs they are; do they not wiſh 
it might, and alſo ftrive that it may be other- 
wayes ? we know they do3 whence cometh this, 
but from a ſecret Love and Liking that they have 
of thoſe things believed? For, no.mancan love 
- thoſe things which in his own opinion'are nor; 
, and, if they think thoſe things ts be, which they 

ſhew they love when they deſire to believe them x 
- then gs it be that by deſiring to believe, they 
: prove themſelves true believers ; For, without 
- Faich no man thinkech that things belieyed 
_ are: which argument all the Subtilties of i: fer- 
nal powers will never be able to diſſelve. This 
is an abridgement of part of the Reaſons he 
gives for his Juſtification of this his Opinion 
for which he was excepted againſt by Mr, 
Travers. 

Mr. Hooker was alſo accuſed by Mr, Travers 
' for that he in ene of his Sermons had declared, 
that he doubted not but that God was merciful ts 
many of our fore-fathers living in Popiſh Saper- 
ftition , - for -as much as they Sinned ienorantly - 
andMr, Hooker in his anſwer protefſeth it to be 
his Judgment, and declares his Reaſons for this 
Charitable opinion to be as followeth.

Ben- 
chers gave him much Reyerence and Incou- 
ragement, yet he-there met with many negledts 
and oppoſitions by thoſe of Maſter Travers 
Judgment ; .in ſo.much that it turned to his 
extieme grief and that he might unbeguile and 
win then ,-be deſigned to write a deliberate 
ſober Treatife of the Churches power to make 
Canons for the uſe of Ceremonies, and by 
Law- to impoſe an obedience to them, as 
upon her Childreng-and this he propoſed co 
do in ezeht Books of the Laws of Ecclefraſtical 
Polity, intetiding therein to ſhew ſuch Ar- 

uments as ſhould force- an-afſent from all 
men, if Reafon, delivered ' in ſweet Latt-

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guage. and void of any provocation, were able 
ro doit; And that he might prevent all pre- 
judice, he wrote. before it a- large Preface or 
Epiſtle ro the Diſſenting Brethrep , wherein 
there were ſuch Bowels of Loye, and ſuch a 
. Commixture of that Love with Reaſon, as, was 
- Neyer exceeded bur in Holy Writ, and parti- 
__ cularly by that of Sr. Paul to his dear Brother 
and fellow Labourer Philemon, than which 
none eyer was more like this Epiſtle of Mr, 
Hookers, ſe that his dear friend and Compani- 
on in his Studies Doctor Spenſer might after 
his death juſtly ſay, What admirgble height 4 
Learning and depth of Fudement dwelt in the 
lowly mind of this truly humble man, great in 
all wiſe mens eyes except his own; with what 
gravily and Majeſty of ſpeech his Tongue and 


Pen uttered Heavenly Myſteries; whoſe eyes in 


the Humility of his Heart were alwayes caſt down 
to the eround; how all things that proceeded 
from bim were breathed as fre the Spirit of 
Love, 4 if he, like the Bird of the Holy Ghoſt, 
the Dove, had wanted Gall, let thoſe that knew

Polity ; to which the anſwer was,th:t he dyed a 
year before Queen Elizabeth, who received the 
ſad news of his Death with very much Sorrow ; 
to which the King replyed, and [receive it with 
zo leſs , that I fhall want the deſired happineſs 
of ſeeing and diſcourſing with that man , from 
whoſe Books 1 have received ſuch ſatisfaction: [n- 
deed, my Lord, Thave received more ſatufattion in 
reading aleaf,or paragragh in Mr, Hooker,though 
it were but abour the faſhion of Charches, cr 
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Church mafick, or:the like, buteſpecially of the 
Sacraments, than I have had in the reading parti- 
cular large Treatiſes writtes but of one of thoſe 
Snbjetts by others, though very learned men; and, 
L obſerve there « in Mr. Hooker no affefied lad- 
Cuage, but a grave, comprehenſive, clear mani- 
feſtation of," Reaſon, and that back't with the 4s- 
thority of thx Scripture,zhe Fathers and School- 
men. and with all Law bh. Sacred and Civil, 
And, though many others write well, yet in the

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Ar hisegtrance into this place, his friendſhip 
was much,Iught for by Dr. Hadrian Saravia, 
then or 3b&tehat time made one of the Pre- 
bends of Canterbury, a German by Birth, and 
ſometimes a Paſtor both in. Flanders and Hol- 
4axd, where he had ſtudied and well co: ſidered 
the controverted points concerning Epiſcopacy 
and Sacriledge ; and, in Exglaxd had a juſt oc- 
caſion to declare his judgment concerning both, 
unto his Brethren Miniſters of the Low Coun- 
treys, which was excepred againſt by Theodor 
Beza, and others 3 againſt whoſe exceprions,he 
1ejoyned, and thereby became the happy. Au- 
thor of many learned Tracts, writ in Latin, ef- 


pecially of three ; one, of the Degrees of Mi-. 


niſters, and of the Biſhops ſuperiority above the 
Presbytery ; 7 Rocker a1 phe /fop and, a 
third of Chriſtian Obedience to Princes 5 the laſt 
being occaſtoned by Gretzerms the Jeſuite,” And 
it is obſeryable, that when ina time of Church- 
tumults, Beza gave his reaſons to the Chancel- 
lor of Scotlaxd tor the abrogition of Epiſcopa- 
cy in that Nation, partly by Letters, and more 
tully in a Treatiſe of a threefold Epiſcopacy 
(which he calls Divine, Humane,and Satanical) 
this Dr. Saravia had by the help of Biſhop 
Whiteift made ſuch an early diſcovery of their 
intentions, that he had almoſt as ſoon anſwered 
that Treatiſe as it became publick ; and there- 
in diſcovered how Beza's opinion did contradict 
that of Calvins, and his adherents, __ 
chem 
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them to interfere. with themſelves in point of 
Epiſcopacy3 but of theſe Tracts ic will not con- 
cera me to ſay more, than that they were moſt 
of them dedicared ro his and the Church of 
Englands watchful Pairon Fohn Whitgift the 
Archbiſhop,and printed about the time mwhich 
Mr. Hooker alſo appeared firſt ro the World in 
the publication-of his fi: t tour Books of Eccle« 
fiaſtical Polity, ' 

This friendſhip being ſought for by this learn-- 
ed Doctor, you may believe was not denied by 
Mr. Hooker, who was by fortune fo like him, as 
to be engaged againſt Mr, Travers, Mr. Cart- 
wright, and others of their judgement,'na Con- 
troveifietoo like Dr, Saravia's ; ſo that in this 
year of 1595, andinth's place of Borne, theſe 
two excellenc perſons began a holy friendſhip, 
increaſing daily co ſo high and mutual affeRions, 
that their two wills ſeemed to be but one and 
the ſame, and their deſigns both for the glory of 
God,and peace of the Church, ſtill aſſiſting and 
improving each others vertues, and the deſired 
comforts of a peaceable piety which I have wil- 
lingly mentioned, becauſe it gives a foundation 
to ſome things that follow. 

This Parſonage of Borne is from Canterbury 
three miles, and near to the common Road that 
leads from that City to Dover, in which Parſo- 
nage Mr. Hooker had not been Twelve months, 
buc his Books, and the innoceacy and (anQity 
of his life became ſo remarkable, that many

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turn'd out of the Road, and others ( Scholars 
eſpecially ) went purpoſely to ſee the min, 
whoſelife and learning were ſo much admired , 
and alas, as our Saviour ſaid of St,Fohn Baptiſt, 
What went they out to ſee, 4 man cloathed in pur: 
ple and fine linen? no indeed, bur an obſcure, 
barmle(s man, a man in poor Cloaths, his Loyns 
vſually girt in 4 courſe Gown, or Canonical Coat 
of a mean ſtature, and ſtoopine, and yet more low- 
ly in thethoughts of his Soul; his Body worn out, 
not with Age, but Study, and Holy Mortifications 
bis Face full of Heat-pimples, begat by his nnatti- 
wity and ſedentary be. And to this true cha- 
racer of ' hisperſon, let me add this of his diſ- 
poficion and behaviour 3 God and Nature bleſt 
with ſo bleſſed a baſhfulneſs, that as in his youn- 
ger dayes his Papils might eaſily look him out 
of countenance; ſo neither then, ndr in his age 
did he ever willingly laok any man in the face; an 

was of ſo mild and humble a nature, that his poor 
Pariſh Clerk and be did never talk but with both 
their Hats on, or both off at the ſame time: And 
ro this may be added, that though he was noyx 
purblind, yer he was ſhort or weak-fighted and 
where he fixt his eyes at the beginning of his 
Sermon, there they continued till it was en- 
- ded; and the Reader thas a'liberty to \elieve 
that his modefty and dinſight, were ſome of 
thereafons why he truſted Mrs, Churchman to

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- This Pariſh-Clerk lived. till the third or 
fourth year of the late Long Parliament, be- 
twixt which time and Mr, Hookers death, there 
had come many to ſee the place of his Burial 
and the Monument dedicated to his memory by 
Sir William Cooper ( who {till lives) and the 
poor.Clerk had many rewards for ſhesing Mr, 
Hookers Grave-place, and his ſaid Monument, 
and did alwayes hear Mr, Hooker mencioned with 
commendations and reverence, to all which he 
added his own knowledge and obſervations. of 
his kumility and holineſs; and'iin all which Diſ- 
courſes, the poor man was ſtill more confirm'd 
ia his opinion of Mr, Hookers vertues and learn- 
ing ; but it ſo fell our, that about the ſaid third 
or fourth year of the Long Paliament,the then 
preſent Parſon of Borne was Sequeſtred ( you 
may gueſs why ) and a Genevian Miniſter put 
into his good Living z this, and: other like Se- 
queſtrations, made the Clerkexpreſs himſelf in 
a wonder, and ſay, They bad Sequeſtred ſo many 
good men, that he doubted if his good Maſter Mr, 
Hooker had lived till now, they would have Se-

Bur ler us leave this grateful Clerk ia his qui- 
et Grave; and retyrn to Mr, Hooker himſelf,con- 
tinuing our obſervations of his Chriſtian beha- _ 
viour in this ou where he gave a holy Vale- 
diction to all the pleaſures and allurements of 
Earth, poſſeſſing his Soul in a yertuous quiet- 
neſs. which he maintained by conſtant Study, 
Prayers, and Meditations ; his uſe was to preach 
once every Szxday, and he or his Curate to Ca- 
techiſe aiter the ſecond Leflon in the Evening 
Prayer ; his Sermons were neither long nor ear-

ſayes) he that lives in love, lives inGed, for 
God is love, And to maintain this holy fireof 
love conſtantly burning on the Altar of a pure 
heart, his advice was to watch and pray, and al- 
wayes keep them(elyes fit toreceiverhe Com- 
munion; and then to receive it often , for it 
w3s both a confirming and a ſtrengthning of 
their graces 3 this was his advice: And at his 
entrance or departure ont of any houſe, he would 
uſually fpeak to the whole Family, and bleſs 
them by name 5 inſomych, that as he ſeem'd in 
his youth to be taught of God, ſo he ſeem'd in 
this place to tezch his precepts, as Ezoch did by 
walking with him, in all holinefs and humility, 
making each day a ſtep towards a, bleſfed E- 
ternity, And though in this *weak and de- 
clining Age of the World, ſuch Examples 
are become barren, and almoſt incredible, 
yer let his memory be bleft with this true

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This was his conſtant behaviour at Boyze, ſo 


he walk't with God; thus he did tread in the 
footſteps of primitive piety; and yet, as thar 
oreat example of meeknelſs and purity, even our 
bleſſed Feſus was not free from falſe accuſiti- 
ons, no more was this Odciple of his, this moſt 
humble, moſt. innocent holy man ; his was a 
ſlander parallel to that of chaſte Suſ«»nh's by 
the wicked Elde:s, or that againſt St, 4thans- 
4,35 it is recorded in his life, for that holy 
man had heretical enemies, and which this Age

A ccuſets, and their open confeſſhon of his In- 


nocency 5 'twas ſaid that the accuſation was 
contrived by a diſſenting Brother, one that en- 
dur'd not Church-Ceremonies, hating him for 
his Books ſake, which he was not able to an- 
ſwer z and his name hath been told me , but I 
have not ſo much confidence in the relation, as 
to make my Pen fixa ſcandal on him to poſteri- 
ty; Ifhallrather leave.itdonbtful till the great 
day of Revelation: But this is certain, that he 
lay under the gr charge, and the anxiety of 
this accuſation, and kept it ſecret to himſelf for 
many months, and being a helpleſs man, had 
lain long under this heavy burthen, bur that the 
proteQor of the innocent gave ſuch an acciden- 
ral occafion as forced him to make ic known to 
his two deareſt friends, Edwn Saxays, and 
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George Craumer, who were ſo ſenſible of their 
Tutors ſufferings, that they gave themſelves no 
teſt, rill by their diſquiſitions and diligence they 
had found out the fraud, and bronghe him the 
welcome News, that his Accuſers did confeſs

ſpirit of revenge isfo pleaſing to Mankind, thac 
it is never conquered bur by a ſupernatural 
grace, being indeed fo deeply rooted in humane 
Nature, that to prevent theexceſles of it ( for 
men would not know Moderation /) Almighty 
Godallows not any.degree of it to. any man,but 
fayes, Yengeance « mine. And, though this be 
ſaid by. God himſelf, yet this revenge is ſo plea- 
fing,chat man is hardly perſwaded to ſubmir che 
menage of ic tothe Time,and Juſtice;and Wiſ- 
dom of ' his Creator; but would haſtento be his 
own Executionet of ir, ' And yer nevertheleſs, 
if any man ever did wholly decline, and leave 
this pleaſtng paſſion tothe time and meaſure. of 
God 2Jone, it wasthis Richard Hooker of whom 
I wrire z for when his Slanderers were to ſuffer, 
he laboured to procure their pardon 5 and when 
that was denied him, his Reply was,. That how- 
ever he would faſt and pray, that Gyd wonld _ 
tems 
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them repentance, and patience to undergo their pu- 
niſbment, And his prayers were ſo far returned 
into his own boſon, that the firſt was granted, 
if wemay believe a penitent behaviour, and an 
open confeſſion, And 'tis obſervable, that after 
this time he would often ſ.y to Dr, Saravia, 0h 
with what quietneſs did I enjoy my Soul after 1 was 
free from the fears of my Slander ! and how much 
more after a conflict and vittory over my deſires of 
Revenge! _ | | 
About the Year 1600, and of his Age 46, 
he fell into. a long and ſharp ſickneſs, occafioned 
by a cold taken in his pafſage berwixt Londen 
and Graveſend, from the malignity of which he 
was never recovered; for, till his death he was 
not free from thoughtful Dayes, and reſtleſs 
Nights; but a ſubmiſſion" to his Will that

Athird inducement may be to diſlike of the 
Diſcipline, if we confider nor only how far the 
Reformers themſelves have proceeded , but 
what others upon their Foundations have 
built, Here come the Breowniſfs in the firſt 
rank : their lineal deſcendants: who have ſci- 
ſed ppon a number of ſtrange opinions: m_ 
0 
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of , although their Anceſtors, the Reformers, 
were never aqually poſſeſſed, yet by right and 
intereſt from them derived, the 3rowniſts and 
Barrowiſts have taken poſſeſſion of them for , 
if the poſitions of the Reformers be t:ue, [ can- 
not ſee how the main and general Concluſions 
of Browniſm ſhould be talſe; for, upon theſe 
two points, as I conceive, they ſtand, 

1, That becauſe we have no Church, they 
are to ſever themſelves from us, 2, Thar with- 
out Civil Authority they are to ere a Church 
of their own, And if the former of theſe be 
true, the latter, I ſuppoſe will follow , for if 
above all chings, men be to regard their Salva- 
tion; and, if out of the Church, there be no 
Salvation ; it followeth, that if we have no 
Church, we have no means of Salvationz and 
therefore Separation from us, in that re- 
ſpet, is both lawfnll and neceſſary; as alſo 
that men ſo ſeparated from the falſe and conn- 
terfeit Church,are to aſſociate themſelves unto 
ſome. Church not -to ours; to the Popiſh 
much leſs 3 therefore to one of their own ma- 
king. Now the grownd of all theſe Inferen- 
ces being this, (That in our Church there is n8 
means of Salvation ) is our of the Reformers 


Principles moſt clearly ro be proved, For, 


whereloever any matter of Faith unto Salyati- 
on neceſſary is denyed, there can be no means 
of Salyation; Bur in the Church of EZxelard, 
the Diſcipline (by them accounted a matter of 

H 3 Faith, 
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Faith, ) and, neceſſary to Salvation, is not 
onely denyed,but impugned, and the Profeflprs 
thereof oppreſſed. Ergo, 2 

Again, (bur this reafon perhaps is weak) E- 
very true Church of Chriſt acknowledgeth the 
whole Goſpel of Chriſt: The Diſcipline, in 


their opin'on, is a part of the Goſpel, and yet by 


our Church reſiſted, Ergo, 

Again, the Diſcipline is eſſentially united to 
the Church; by which term Zſſentially, they 
muſt mean either an eſſential part, or an eſſen- 
tial property, Both which wayes it muſt needs 
be, that where that eſſential Diſcipline is nor, 
neither is there any Church, Tf therefore be- 
tween them and the Browniſts, there ſhould be 
appointed a Solemn diſputation, whereof with 
us they have been oftentimes ſo earne{t Chal- 
lengers: it doth not yer appear what other an- 
ſwer they could poſſibly frame to theſe and the 
like arguments, wherewith they may be preſ- 
ſed, but fairly to deny the Concluſion: ( for all 


. the Premiſles are theirown ) or rather ingeni- ' 


ouſly to reverſe their own Principles before 
Jaid, whereon ſo foul abſurdities have been ſo 
firmly built, Whar further proofs you can 
bring out of their high words, magnifying -the 
Diſcipline , 1 leave to your better remembrance: 
but above all points, I am deſirous this one 
ſhould be ſtrongly inforced againſt them, be- 
cauſe it wrinzeth them moſt of all,and is of all 
others ( for ought I ſee ) Mas mat 
| rable 
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rablez you may notwithſtanding ſay, that you 
would be heartily glad theſe their poſitions 
might be ſalyed as the Browniſts might not ap- 
pear to have iſſned out of their Loynes: but 
untill that be done, they muſt give us le.ve to 
think that they have caſt the Seed whereout theſe 
HYeS Are grown. | 
Another ſort of men there are, which haye 
been content to run on with the Reformers for a 
time and to make them poor inſtruments of 
their own defighs: Theſe are a ſort of Godleſs 
Politicks, who perceiving the Plot of Diſcipline 
to conſiſt of theſe two parts, the overthrow of 
Epiſcopal, and ere&ions of Presbyterial Au- 
thoricy, and that this latter can take no place 
till the former be removed, are content to joyn 
with them in the DeſtruRive part of Diſcipline, 
bearing them in hand, that in the other alſo 
they ſhall find them as ready, But when time 
ſhall come, it may be they would be as loath 
to be yoaked with that kind of Regiment, as 
now they are willing to be releaſed trom this ; 
Theſe mens ends in all their ations, is Diſtra- 
Rion, their pretence and colour, Reformation, 
Thoſethings which under this colour they have 
effected to their own good, are, 1, By main- 
taining a contrary faction, they have kept the 
Clergy alwayes in Aw; and thereby, made 
them mote pliable and willing to buy their 
peace, 2, By maintaining -an Opinion of E- 
quality among Miniſters, they have made way 
| F 4 Lo 
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fo their own purpoſes for deyouring Cathedral 
Churches, and Biſhops livings, 3. By exclai- 


ming againſt abuſes in the Church, they 


have carried their own corrupt dealings in 
the Civil State more covertly ; for ſuch is the 
Natpre of the multitude, that they are not able 


.- to apprehend many things at once: ſoas be- 


ing poſſeſſed with a diſlike or liking of any one 
thing,many other inthe meantime, may eſcape 
them without being perceived, 4. They have 
ſought to diſgrace the Clergy, in entertaining 
a concelt in mens minds, and confirming it by 
continual praRiſe, That men of Learning, and 
ſpecially of the Clergy, which are imployed in the 
chiefeſt kind of Learning are not to be admitted, or 
ſparingly admitted to matters of Statez contrary 
to the practice of all well-governed Com- 
monyealths, and of our own till theſe late 
years. 
* A third ſort of men there are, though not 
deſcended from the Reformetrs, yet in part-rai- 
{ed and greatly Strengthned by them z name- 
ly, the carſed crew of Atheiſts, This alſo is one 
of thoſe points, which I am deſirous you ſhould 
handle moſt effeually, and ſtrain your ſelf 
therein to all points of motion and affeRion z 
as. in that ofthe Browziffs, to all ſtrength and 
finews of Reaſon. This is a ſort moſt damna- 
ble, and yer by the general ſuſpicion of the 
world at this day moſt common. ' The cauſes 
pf it, which are in the patties themſelyes , al- 
| 5 though 
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though you handle in the beginning of the fiith 
Book,)yet here again they may be touched ; 


I but the occaſions of help and furtherance, which 


by the Reformers have been yielded unto 
them, are, as I conceive, two ; namely, Sexce- 
leſs Preaching , and diſgracing of the Miniftry x 
for how ſhould not men dare to impugn that , 
which neither by force of Reaſon, nor by Au- 
thority of Perſons is maintained ; But in the 
parties themſelves theſe two cauſes I conceive 
of Atheiſm, 1, more aboundance of Wit then 
Judgment, and of Witty than Judicious Learn- 
ing; whereby, they are more inclined to con- 
tradict any thing, than willing to be informed 
of the Truth, They are not therefore, men 
of ſound Learning for the moſt part, but Smat- 
tererss neither is their kind of Diſpute ſo much 
by force of Argument, as by Scoffing; which 
humour of ſcofting, and turning matters moſt 
ſerious into merriment. is now become ſocom- 
mon, as we are not to marvail what the Pro- 


phet means by the Seat of Scorners, nor what 


the Apoſtles by foretelling of Scorwers to come ; 
for our own age hath verified their ſpeech unto 
us z which alſo may be an Argument againſt 
theſe Scoffers and Atheiſts themſelves, ſeeing ir 
hath been ſo many ages ago foretold,that ſuch 
men the later dayes of the world ſhould afford : 
which, could not be done by any other Spirit, 
ſave that whereunto things ſuture and preſent 
are alike, And even for . > main queſtion - 
the 
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the Reſurretion , whereat they ftick ſo migh- 
tily ! was it not plainly foretold , that men 
_ in the latter times ſay , Where © the Pre. 

iſe of his Coming? Againſt the Creation, the 
Ark,and divers other points, exceptions are ſaid 
to be taken ; the ground whereof is ſuperfluity 
of Wit, without ground of Learning and Judg- 
ment, A ſecond caufe of Atheiſm is Senſua- 
lity, which maketh men defirous to remove all 
ſtops and impediments of their wicked life; 
among which, becauſe Religion is the chiefeſt, 
ſo as neither in this life without ſhame they can 
perſiſt therein, nor ( if that be true ) without 
Torment in the life to come: they therefore 
whet their wits to annihilate the joys of Heaven, 
wherein they ſee (if any ſuch be) they can have 
no part, and likewiſe the pains of Hell, where- 
in their portion muſt needs be very great, They 
labour therefore, not that they may not deſerve 
thoſe pains, but that deſerving them , there 
may be no ſuch pains to ſeize upon them ; Burt, 
what conceit can be imagined more baſe, than 
that man ſhould ſtrive to perſuade himſelf even 


aoainſt the ſecret Inſtin& ( no doubt ) of his 


own Mind , that his Soul is as the Soul of a 
Beaſt, mortal and corruptible with the Body e 
Againft which barbarous Opinion, their own 
Atheiſm is a very ſtrong Argument, For were 
not the Soul a Nature ſeparable from the Bo- 
dy, how could it enter into diſcourſe of things 
meerly Spiritual, and nothing at all pertaining 
ro 
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to the Body * Surely the Soul were not able 
to conceive any thing of Heayen, no'not ſo 
much as to diſpute againſt Heaven and againſt 
God, if there were not init ſomewhat Heaven- 
ly and derived from God, *h fi 
The laſt which haye received ſtrength and 
encouragement from the Reformers are Pa- 
pits 3 againſt whom although they are moſt 
bitter Enemies, yet unwittingly they have given 
them great advantage, For, what can any Ene- 
” rather deſire than the Preach and Diſſention 
of thoſe which are Confederates againſt him ? 
Wherein they are to remember , that if our 
Communion with Papiſts in ſome fey Ceremo- 
ties do ſo much ſtrengthen them as is pretend- 
ed, how much more doth this Diviſion and 
Rent among our ſelyes, eſpecially ſeeing it is 
maintained to be, not in light matters onely, 
but even in matter of Faith and Salvation* 
Which over-reaching Speech of theirs , be- 
cayſe it is ſo open an advantage for the Bar- 
rowiſt and the Pap:ſt, we are to wiſh and hope 
for, that they will acknowledgeir to have been 
ſpoken rather in heat of Aﬀection, than with 
ſoundneſs of Judgement; and that though their 
exceeding love to_that Creature of Diſciplize 
which themſelves have bred, nouriſhed , and 
maintained, rheir mouth in commendation of 
ter did fo often overflow, * .. | 
- From hence you may proceed(but the means 
of connexion I leave to-your ſeif) to another 
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diſcourſe, which I think very meet to be hand. 
ledeither here or elſewhere at large the parts 
whereof may be theſe, x, That in this cauſe 
between them and us, men are to ſever the 
proper and eſſential points and controverſy, 
trom thoſe which are accidental, The moſt 
eſſential and proper are theſe two: overthrow 
of Epiſcopal, and ereion of Presbyterial Au- 
thority, Bur in theſe-two points whoſoever 
joynerh with them is accounted of their num- 
ber; whoſoever in all other points agreeth with 
them, yet thinketh the Authority of Biſhops 
not unlawful, and of Elders not neceflary, may 
juſtly be ſevered from their retinue, Thoſe 
things therefore, which either in che Perſons, 
or in the Laws and Orders themſelves are faul- 
ty, may be complained on, acknowledged and 
amended 3 yet they no whit the nearer their 
main purpoſe ; for what if all errours by 
them ſuppoſed in our Liturgy were amend- 
ed, even according to their own hearts deſire? 
if Nox-reſidence, Pluralities, and thelike, were 
utterly tazen away ? are thejr Zay-Elders there- 
fore preſently Authorized 2 or their Soveraign 

Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction eſtabliſhed 2 
But evenin their complaining againſt the out- 
ward and accidental matcers in Church-go- 
vernment, they are many wayes faulty : 1. In 
their end .which they propoſe to themſelves, 
For in Declaming againft Abuſes, their mean- 
ing is not to haye chem redreſſed, but by dif- 
gracing 
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* Fpracing the preſent State, to make way for 


their own Diſcipline, As therefore in Yenzce, 
if any Senatour ſhould diſcouſe againſt the Pows- 
erof their Senate, as being either r09 Soveraign, 
or foo weak in Government, with purpoſe to 
draw their Authority to a Moderation, it might 
well be ſuffered ; bur nor o, if it ſhould appear 


heſpake with purpoſe ro induce another State 


by depraving the preſent: So, in all Cauſes be- 
longing either to Church or Commonwealth, 
me are to haye regard what mind che Complain- 
ing part doth bear, whether of Amendment or 
Innovation; and, accordingly either to ſuffer or 
ſuppreſs it. Their Objetion therefore is frivo= 
lous, Why may wot men ſpeak againſt Abuſes * 
Yes3 but with deſire to cure the part affected, 
uot to deſtroy the whole, 2, Aﬀecond fault is in 
their Manner of Complaining, not only becauſe 
tis for the moſt part in bitter and reproachful 
Terms, buralſo it is to the Common people, 
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who are Judges incompetent and inſufficient, 


both to determine any thing amiſs, and for 
want of Skill and Authority to amend ic, Which 
alſo diſcovereth their Jatent and Purpoſe to he 
rather Deſtruive than CorreQive, 3. Third- 
ly, thoſe very exceptions which they take are 
frivolous and impertinent : Some things indeed 
rhey accuſeas impious, which if they may appear 


to be ſuch, God forbid they ſhould be main- 


tained, 


 Againſtthe reſt it is only alledged, that they 
are 
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are Idle Ceremonies without uſe, and that bet: 
ter and more profitable might be deviſed, 
W herein they are doubly deceived; for neither 
is it a ſufficient Plea to ſay, This muſt gims 
place, becauſe a Better may be deviſed be. 
cauſe in our Judgments of Better and Worſe, 
we oftentimes conceive amiſs, when we com- 
pare thoſe things which are in Deviſe, with 
thoſe which are in Prafticez for the Imperfetti- 
ons of the one are hid, till by Time and Trial thy 
be diſcovered: The others are already manifeſt 
and open to all, - But laſt of all (which is 2 
Point in my Opinion of great regard, and which 
I am deſirous to have enlarg'd) they do not ſee 
that for the moſt part whea they ſtrike ar the 
State Ecclefiaſtical,they ſecretly wound the Ci- 
vil State: for Perſonal faults, »J/hat can be ſail 
againſt the Church, which may not alſo agree to tht 
Commonwealth? In both States Men have al- 
wayes been, and will be alwayes, Men; ſome- 
times blinded with Errour, moſt commonly 
perverted by Paſſions : many Unworthy have 
beenand are advanced in both, many Worthy 
not regarded, And as for Abuſes which they 
pretend to be in the Laws themſelves , when 
they inveigh againſt Nox-reſidence, do they 
rake it a matter lawful or expedient in the Ci- 
vilState for a man to have a great and gainful 
Office in the North, himſelfcontinual'y remain- 
ing in the South £ He that hath an office,let him 
attend his Office, Whenthey condemn FR 
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lity of Livings Spirtnal to the pit of Hell, what 
think they of the Infinite of Temporal Promo- 
tions ? By the great Philoſopher, Pol, . 1:6, 2. 
c. 9. it-is forbidden as a thing moſt dangerous 
to Commonwealths, that by the ſame man ma- 
ny great Offices fhould be exerciſed, When 
they deride our Ceremonies as vain and frivo- 
lous, were it hatd'to apply their Exceptions 
even to thoſe Civil Ceremonies, which ar the 
Coronation, in Parliament , and all Courts of 
Juſtice , are uſed; Were it hard to argue 
even againſt Circumciſion , the Ordinance 
of God, as being a cruel Ceremony  a- 
oainſt the Paſleover, as being ridiculous? 
ſhould be girt, a Staff in their hand, co eat 
a Lamb, Ws 

To conclude;you may exhort the Clergy,(or 
what if you dire& your Concluſion nor to the 
Clergy in general, but only to the Learned in or 
of both Univerſities ?) you may exhort them to 
a due Conſideration of all things, and to a right 
Eſteem and Valuing of each thing in that de- 
oree wherein it ought to ſtand, For it often- 
times: falleth our, that what Men have either 
deviſed themſelves, or greatly delighted in, the 
Price and the Excellency thereof they do admire 
abovedeſert, The chicfeft Labour of a Chri- 
ſtian ſhould be to know; of a Miniſter,to preach 
Chriſt crucified: inregard whereof, not onely 
Worldly things, but things otherwiſe precious, 
even the Diſcipline ir ſelf is vile and baſe:

There w $.0ne Andrew Melvin. a Gentleman of 
Scotland, who was in his own Countrey polleſt 
with an averſneſs, if not a hatred of Church- 
government by Biſhops ; and, he ſeem'd to have 
2 like averſneſs roour manner of Pwublick Wor- 
ſhip , and of Church-prayers and Ceremonies, 
This Gentle man had travail'd France, and refl- 
ded ſo long in Gexeya, as to haye his opinions 
the more confirm'd in him, by the praQtice of 
that place; from which he return'd: into 
Enzland ſome ſhort time before, or immedi- 
ately after Mr, Herbert was made Orator, This 
Mr, Melviz was 2 man of learning,and-was the 
Maſter of a great wit, a wit full of knots and 
clenches : 2 wit ſharp and ſatyricalz exceeded, 1 
think, by noneof that Nation, but their  Bu- 
caney, Ar Mr, Melvins return hither , he writ 
and ſcattered in Latin, miny pieces of his wit 
againſt our Altars, our Prayers, and our Publick 
Worſh'p of God ; in which, Mr, Herbert took 
himſelf to be ſo much concern'd, thax as faſt as 
Melvin writ and ſcatter'd them, Mr, Herbert 
writ and (catter'd anſwers, and refle&tions of the 
ſame ſharpneſs, upon him and them I think; 
to the ſatisfaction of all un-ingaged perſons, 


- Eur this Mr, Meſvis , was not only fo buſie 


againſt 
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22ainſt the Church, but at laſt ſo bold with the 
King and State, that he rayl'd, and writ- himſelf 
into the Tower; at which-time, the Lady Ara- 
billa was an innocent priſoner there; and., he 
pleas'd himſelf much in ſending the next day

lar appoinement to attend His Majeſty at Roy- 
ſton, where after a Diſcourſe with him, His Ma- 
jeſtydeclar'deo his Kinſman, the Earl of Pep- 
broke, That he found the Orators Jtarnine and wiſ- 
dom, much above his age or wit, The year fol- 
lowing, the King appointed roend His progreſs 
at Cembridee, and to ſtay there certain dayes , 
at which eime, he was attended by the great 
Secretary of Nature, and all Learning , Sir 
Fraxcis Bacon ( Lord Firulam ) and by the ever 
memorable and learned Dr, Azdrews Biſhop of 
Winchefter, both which did at that time begin a 
deſir'd friendſhip with our 0rater. Upon whom 
the firſt pat ſuch « value on his judgement, thar 
he uſually defar'd his approbation , before he 
would expoſe anyof his Books to be printed ; 
and chonght him ſo worthy of his friendſhip, 
that having rtranſſared many of the Propher 
a_— Pſalms into Engliſh: Verfe, he made 
corge Herbert his Patron of them, by a pub- 
lick dedication of them to him, as the beſt 
Judge of Divine Poetry, And, for the learned 
ſhop, it is obſervable, that at chat time, there 
fell to be a modeſt debate about Predeſtination, 
and SantFity of life; of both which, the 0rater 
did not long after ſend the Biſhop ſome ſafe and 
uſeful Xpheriſms, in a long Letter written: in 
Greek ; which, was ſo remarkable for the lan- 
guage, and matter, that after rhe reading of- ir, 
the 
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the Biſhop pur it into his boſom, and did often 
ſhew it to Scholars, both.of this, and forreign 
Nations ; but did alwayes return it back tothe 
place where he firſt lodg'd ir, and continu'd it 
0 near his heart, till che laſt day of his 
ife, 
. To theſe, I might add the long and intire 
fnendſhip betwixe him and Sir Henry Wotton, 
and Dr. Dexne, but I have promisd to contrat 
my (elf, and ſhall therefore only add one teſti- 
mony to what is alſo mentioned in the Life of 
Dr. Poxne ; namely, that a little before his 
death, he cauſed many Seals to be made, and in 
them co be ingraven the figure of Chriſt cruci- 
fed on an Axchor,which is the emblem of hope, 
andof which Dr. Donne wonld often ſay, Cr» 
mibi Anchors: 'Theſe Seals, he ſent to moſt of 
thoſe friends onwhich he put avalue; and, at 
Mr. Herberts death, theſe Verſes were found 
wrap't up with that Seal which was by the 
Doctor given to him,

Ac this time of being 0rater, he had learnt 
to underſtand the 1:alian, Spaniſh, and French

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' Predeceſſor, ſo he might in time atcain the place 


of a Secretary of State, being then high in the 
Kings favour ; and, not meanly valued and 
lov'd by the moſt eminent and moft powerful 
of the Court Nobility: This, and the love of 
a Coutt-converſation mixt with a laudable am- 
bition tobe ſomething more then he then was, 
drew him often from Cambridge to attend the 
King, who then gave him a Size Cure , which 
fell into His Majeſties diſpoſal, I think, by the 
death of 'the Biſhop of St, 4ſaph.

ful Son ; for he had made a kin1of Vow to God,

Church : And then, ſhew'd her ſuch reaſons for

on himſelf adiſpoſition to Rheums, and other 
weakneffes, and a ſuppoſed Conſumption, And 
itis to be Noted, that in the ſharpeſt of his 
extream Fits, he would often ſay, Lord abate my 
great afflittion, and increaſe my patience.s bnt, 
Lord, I repine not, I am dumb, Lord, before thee 
becauſe thou dorft it, By which, and a ſanRik- 
ed ſubmiſhon co the Will of God, he ſhewed 
he was inclinable to bear the {weet yoke of 
Chriſtian Diſcipline, both then,and inthelatter 
part of his life; of which, there will be many 

true Teſtimonies, . | 
And now his care was to recover from: his 
Conſumption by a change, from Woodford into 
ſuch 2nair as was moſt proper to that end, And 
his remove was from Woodford to Dantſey in 
Wiltſhire , a noble Houſe which ſtands in. a 
choice Air, the owner of it then was, the Lord 
Daxvers Earl of Danby, who lov'd Mr, Her- 
bert mu-h, and allow'd him ſuch an apartment 
in that Houle, as might beſt ſute Mr, Herberts 
accomodation and liking, And, in this place, 
by a ſpare Dyer, declining all perplexing Stu-

Eails of Pembroke; at which ſcime, the King, 
the Ear], and the whole Court were there, or 
at Salg&dnry, which isnear to ir, Ar which time 
My. Herbert preſented his Thanks to the Eatl, 
for his preſentation to Bemertoy , but had 'not 
yer relolv'd to accept of it, and told him the 
reaſon why ; but that Night, the Earl acquain- 
red Dr. Land, the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
with his Kinſmans itrefolucion. And the Biſhop 
&id the next day ſo.convince Mr. Herbert, That 
the refuſal of it was a ſin; that a Taylor was 
ſent tor co come ſpeedily from'Satisbnry to Wile 


02, to take meaſure, and make him Canonical 
$ EE OO gn © OD Ce WIR ESES | 
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Cloaths, againſt next day , which the Taylor 


did; and Mr, Herbert being ſo habited, went 
with his preſentation to the learned Dr, Dave- 
ant, who was then Biſhop of Sal#bury, and he 
gave him Inſtitution immediately (for Mr. Her- 
bert had been made Deacon ſome years before ) 
and he was alſo the ſame day (which was April 
26, 1630, inducted into the good and more 
pleaſant, than healchful Parſonage of Bemerton, 
which is a Mile from Salsbury, I 
Thave now brought hins to his Parſonage of 
Bemerton, and to the Thirty fw Year of his 
Age, and muſt now ſtop, and beſpeak the Reader 
to prepare for an almoſt incredible ſtory, of the 
great ſanttity of the ſhort remainder of his holy 
life ; a life ſo full of Charity, Humility, and all 
Chriſtian wertnes, that it deſerves the eloquence 
of St.'Chryſoſtom to commend and declare it. 


. Alife, that if it were related by a Pex like his, 


there would then be no need for this Age to look - 
back into times paſt for the examples of pu_ 
piety 5 for they might be all found in the life of 
George Herbert, -But now, alas, whois fit toun- 
dertake it, I confeſs T am not, and am not pleas d 
with my ſelf that muſt, and profeſs my ſelf 
amaz d, when I confider how few of 'the Clergy 
liv'd like himthen ; and, how many live ſo un- 
like him now: But it becomes not me to cenſure, 


' my deſign # rather to aſſure the Reader , that 1 


' have uſed very great diligence to informs 
felf, that I might inform him of the ”_ of 
| | what 
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what follows, and I will do that with fince- 


rity. 

When at his Induction he was ſhut into Ze- 
2zertop Church, being left there alone to Toll 
the Bell, as the Law requires him g he ſtaid fo 
much longer thanan ordinary time, before he re- 

- tutnd to his Friends that ſtaid expeRing him 
at the Church-door's that his Friend, Mr.sood- 
x0, looked in at the Church-window, and ſaw 
himlie proſtrate on the ground before the Al- 
ear: at which time and place ( as he after told 
Mr. 7700dnet ) he ſet ſome Rules to himſelf, 
for the future manage of his life ; and then 
and there made a vow, to labour to keep 
them, 

And theſame night that he had his Induction, 
he ſaid to Mr. 1Woodnet, I now look back upon my 
aſpiring thoughts, and think my ſelf more happy 
than if I had attain'd what 1 ſo ambitionſly thirſted 
for: And, I can now behold the Conrt with an 
#mpartial Eye, and ſee plainly, that it is made up | 
of Fraud, and Titles, and Flattery, and many | 
ether ſuch empty , imaginary painted Pleaſures, 
Pleaſures,that are ſo empty, as not to ſatisfie when 
vhey are enjoy'd; but, in God and his ſervice, i © 
« faloef of all joy and pleaſure, and no ſatiety : 
And 1 will now rs all my endeavonrs to bring my 
Relations and Dependants to a love and reliance 
on him, who never fails thoſe that truſt him, But 
above all, 1 will be ſare to, live well, becauſe the 
veriuoue life of a Clergy-man, is the meſt as 
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fol eloquence to as gore all that ſee it, to reve» 
rence and love, and at leaſt to defire to live like 
him, And this I will do, becauſe Iknow we live 
in an Age that hath more need of gnod examples, 
than precepts, AndTbeſeech that God, who hath 
honour d me ſo much as to call me to ſerve at his 
Altar © that, as by his ſpeci grace he hath: put 
into my beart theſe good deſires, and reſolutions : 
fo, he will by his aſſiſting grace enable me to.bring 
the ſame to good effett ; and, that my humble and 


. ebaritable life, may ſowin upon others,as tobring 


glory tomy Feſus, whons I have this day taken to 
be my Maſter and Governour; and am ſo proudof 
his ſervice, that Twill alwayes obſerve, and obey, 
and do his Will, and alwayes call him Feſws my 
Maſter: and I will alwayes contenm my birth,or 


any title or dignity that can be conferr d upon me, 


whey I ſhall compare them with any title of being

' And that he did ſo,may appear in many parts 


| of his Book of Sacred Poems s eſpecially,in thar 


which he calls the Odour, In which he ſeems 
ro rejoyce ih his thoughts of that word Jeſus, 
and to ſay the adding theſe words 2wy Maſter to 
it, and the often repetition of them, ſeem'd to 
perfume his mind, and leave an oriental fragran- 
cy-in his very breath, And for his unforc'd 
choice to ſerve at Gods Altar, he ſeems in an- 
other. place ( the Pearl, Matth, 13.) to re- 
joyce and ſay---He knew the wayes of Lewaley ;

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knew, what natare does willinely ; and what when 
*tzs fore'd by fire « knew the wayes of honour,and 
when glory inclines the Soul to noble expreſſions ;

The third day after he was made Recor of 
Bemerton, and had chang'd his ſword and filk 
_ Cloaths into a Canonical Coat, he return'd ſo 
habiced wich his friend Mr,}/oodvot to Bainton : 
And, immediately after he had ſeen and ſaluted 
his Wite, he ſaid to her=—Yox are now 4 Mini- 


wer Wife, and muſt now ſo far gn fathers 


ouſe, as not toclatm a precedence of any of your | 


Pariſhioners s, for you are to know, that a Prieſts 
Wife can challenge no precedence or place but that 
which ſhe Jaane by ber obligine humility ; and, 
T am [ure, places ſo purchaſed,do beft become them, 
. And, let me tell you,That I am ſo good a Herald, 
as t0 aſſure you that this is truth, And ſhe was 
ſomecka Wife, as to aſſure him it was yo vexing 
News to her, and that he ſhould ſee her obſerve it 
with a chearſul willingneſs, And | indeed her 

 :- unforc'd 
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unforc'd humility, that hamilicy that was in her 
ſo original, as to be born with her, made her ſo 
happy as to doo ; and her doing ſo, begot her 
an unfeigned love, and a. ſerviceable reſpe& 
from all that conyerſt with herz and this love 
followed her in all places, as inſeparably, as ſha- 
dows follow ſubſtances in Sun-ſhine. 

Ir was not many dayes: before he return'd 
back to Bemertop, to v;ew the Church, and re- 
pair the Chancel , and indeed, rore-build three 
parts of his houſe which was fall'n down. by 
reaſonof his Predeceſſors living at a better Par- 
ſonage houſe; namely.at Mznal,16 or 2c miles 
from this place, Ar which time of Mr, Her- 
berts coming alone to Bewerton, there came to 
him a poor old Woman, with an intent to ac- 
quaint him with her necefſitous condition, and 


with ſome troubles of her mind; bur after ſhe 


had ous ſome few words to him, ſhe was ſur- 
priz'd with a fear and ſhorrneſfs of breath, ſo 
thar her ſpirits and ſpeech fail'd her3 which he 
perceiving, did ſo compaſſionate her ; that he 
rook her by the hand, and ſaid, Speak good Mo» 
ther, be wot afraid to ſpeak to mes for, 1 am a 
man ihat will hear you with patience 3 and will re- 
lieve your neceſſities too, if I be able: and this I 
will do willinely, and therefore, Mother , be not 
afraid to acquaint me with what you defire, Aﬀter 
which comfortable ſpeech, he. again took her 
by the hand, made her fir down by him, and un- 
derſtanding ſhe was of his Pariſh,he told _ 
| w0u 
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would be acquainted with her, and take her into 


his care : And having with patience heard and 
underſtood her wants ( and it is ſome relief to 
be but hear'd with patience) he comforted her 
by his meek-behaviour and counſel, but be- 
cauſe that coſt him nothing, he reliev'd her with 
money teo, and ſo ſent her home with a chear- 
ful hearr, praiſing God, and praying for him, 
Thus worthy, and (like Davids bleſſed man ) 
thus lowly, was Mr, George Herbert in his ows 
eyes, 
4 At his return that Night to his Wife at 
Bainton, he gave her an account of the paflages 
*wixt him and the poor Woman, with which 
ſhe was ſo affeRed, that ſhe went next day to 
Salisbury, and there bought a pair of Blankets, 
and-ſent them as a-Token of her love to the 
poor Woman, and with them a pry That 
ſhe would ſee and be acquainted with her, when 
her houſe was built at Pemerton, 

There be many ſuch paſſages both of him 
and- his Wife, of which, ſome few'wul be rela- 
ted ; bur I ſhall firſt rell, that he haſted to ger 
the Pariſh-Chutrch repair'dz then, to beaurifie 
the Chappel {which ſtands near his houſe) 
and that at his own great charge. He then pro- 
ceeded to re-build the Parſonage-houſe, which 
he did alſo very compleatly, and at his own 
charge z arid having done this good work, he 
caus'd theſe Yerſes to be writ upon, or ingraven 
in the Mantle of the Chimney in his Hal bo

The Text for his firſt Sermon, was taken 
out of Solomons Proverbs, and the words were; 
Ketp thy beart with all diligence. In which firſt 
Sermon, he gave his Pariſhioners many neceſſa- 
ry, holy, ſafe Rules, for the dilcharge of a good 
Conſcience, both ro God and man, And, des 
liver'd his Sermon after a mot florid mznner, 
both with great learning and eloquence. And 
at the cloſe of his Sermon; toJd them, That

acceptable Sacrifice to Almighty God, for 
them to acknowledge thoſe bleſſings, and ſtand 
up and worſhip, and ſay as Zacharias did, Bleſ- 
ſed be the Lord God of Iſrael, for he hath ( in our 


 'dayes) wiſited and redeemed his people ; and (he 
hath in ourdayes ) remembred,and ſhiwed that 


mercy which by the mouth of the Prophets, he pro- 
miſed to our Fore-fathers : and tiris he hath 


.done, according to his holy Covenant made with 
them: And we live to fee and enjoy the bene- 


fir of it, in his Birth, in his Life, his Paſfon,his 
ReſurreFion and Aſcenſion into Heaven, where 
he now fits ſenſible of all our cemptations'and 
infirmities; and where he is at this preſent time 
making interceſſion for us, to his, and our Fa- 
ther, and therefore they ought daily to expreſs 


their publick gratulations, and ſay daily wich 


Zacharias, Bleſſed be that Lord Gad of Iſrael that 
hath thus viſited, and thus redeemed his people, -- 
Theſe were ſome of the reaſons by which Mr, 
Herbert inſtructed his Congregation for the 
uſe of the Pſalys, and the Hymns appointed 
to be daily ſung or ſaid in the Church-ſer- 
Vice, 

He inform'd them, when the Prieſt did pray 
only for the Congregation,and not for himſelf ; 
and when they did only pray for him, as name- 
ly, after the repetition of the Creed, before he 
proceeds to pray the Lords priyer,or any of the 
appointed Colles, the Prieſt is directed to 

= . kneel 
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kheel, down, and pray for them, ſaying—The | 


Lord be with you--- And then they pray tor him, 
ſaying-- And with thy ſpirit.and he aſſur'd them, 
that when there is ſuch mutual love, and ſuch 


joint prayers offer d for each other, then the 


holy Angels look down from Heaven, and are 
ready to carry ſuch charitable defires to God 
Almighty,and he as ready to receive them and 


that a Chriſtian Congregation calling thus up- . 
on God, with one heart, and one voyce, and in--: 


one reverend and humble poſture look as beau- 


tifully as Feruſalem, that is at peace with it | 


ſelf. 

He inſttued them, why the prayer of our 
Lord was pray'd often in every full ſervice of 
the Church, namely, at the concluſion of the 


ſeveral parts of that Service ; and pray'd then, 
not only becauſe it was compos'd and com- : 


manded by or Jeſus that made it, but as a per- 
{ect pattern for ourleſs perfe&t Forms of pray- 
er, and therefore fitteſt ro ſum up and conclude 
all our imperfect Pericions. 

He inſtructed them, that as by the ſecond 
Commandment we are requir'd not to bow 
down, or worſhip an Idol, or falſe god ; ſo, by 
the contrary Rule, we are to bow down and 
knee], or ſtand up and worſhip the true God: 
And he inſtructed them, why the Church re- 
quir'd the Congregation to ſtand up, ar the re- 
petition of the Creeds , namely, becauſe they 


_ did thereby declare both their obedience to the 


Church, 
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-{ Church, and an affenc to that faith into which 


they had been baptiz'd. And he taughe them, 
that in that ſhorter Creed, or Doxology ſo of- 
ren repeated daily ; they alſo ſtood up to reſti= 
fie their belief ro be, thar, the God that they 
tinſted in was one God, and three perſons. the Fa- 
ther. the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt; to whom, the 
Prieſt gave glory :. And becauie there had been 
Hererici:s that had denied ſome of theſe three 
no ro be God, therefore che Congregati:1n 

oodup and honour'd him, by con:effing and 
faying, 1t was ſo inthe beginning. is now ſo, and 
ſhall ever be ſo World without end, Aada | gave 
their aſſent co this beitet, by ſaying Amen, 

He inftructed them, what benert they had, 
by the Churches appointing the + elebration 
of Holy-dayes, and the excellent uſe of chem z 
namely, that they were {ct apart for particuiar 
Commemorations of particular metcies recci- 
ved from Almighty God and ( as Reverend 
Mr. Hooker ſayes) to be the Lavd marks to 
diſtinguiſh times; for by them we are taughe to 
takenotice how the years paſs by us ; and,rhat 
we ought not to let them paſs without a Cele- 
bration of praiſe for thoſe mercies which they 
give us occaſion to remember; and therefore 
the year is appointed to begin the 25th day of 
March , aday, in which we commemorate the 
Angels appearing to the B_Yirgin,with the joy- 
ful rydings that ſhe ſhoz[d concriue and bear aSon., 
that ſhould be the redeemer of Mankind ; and,ſhe

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did fo Forty weeks after this joyful ſalutation 3 
name!y, at'our Chriſtmas, a day in which we 
commemorate his Birth, with joy and praiſe ; 
and that eight dayes after this happy Birth, we 
celebrate his Circumciſionz3 namely, in thar 
which we call Aew-years day, And that upon 
that we call Twelfth-day, we commemorate the 
manifeſtation of the unſearchable riches of Je- 
ſus to the Gentiles : And thatday we alſo cele- 
brate the memory of his goodneſs in ſending a. 
Star to gaide the three wiſe men from the Eaff 
ro Bethlem, that they might there worſhip, and 
preſent him with their oblations of Gold, Frank- 
zncenſe, and Myrrhe, And he (Mr, Herbert) 
thſtrufted-them, that Feſws was Forty dayes 
after his Birth, preſented by his bleſſed mother 
in the Temple; namely, oh that day which we 
call, rhe Purification of the bleſſed Virgin, Saint 
Mary, And he inſtructed them, that by the 
Lent-faft, we imitate and commemorate our 
Saviours: humiliation in faſting Forty dayes 3 


and,that we ought to endeavour to be like him 


in putitv,”* And, that on Geod: fryday we com- 
pnemorate and condole his Crucifixion 'And, 
at Fafter,commmemorate his glorious Reſurrecti- 
gn, And heraught them, that after Jeſus had

He made them know, why the Church hath 
appointed Zmber-weeks.;, and, to know the 


reaſon why the Commandements, and the. Zpi- 
ftles and Goſpels were to be read at the Altar,or 


Communion Table : why the Prieſt was to pray 
the Litany kneeling; and, why to pray ſome 
Colley ſtanding; and he gave them many 
other obſervarions,fit for his plain Congregati- 
on,but not fir for menow to mention;for ] muſt 
ſer limits to my Pen,and not make that a Trea- 
tiſe, which Tintended to be a much ſhorter ac- 
count than I have made it ; but I have done, 


when I have told the Reader, rhat he was con- 


ſtant in Catechiſing every Sunday in the Aﬀter- 
noon, and that his Carechifing yyas after his ſe- 
cond leſſon, and in the Pulpir,and that he never 
exceeded his half hour, and was always ſo happy 
as £0 have a full Congregation. - © Buy 
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But to this I muſt add, Thar if. he were at 


- any time too zealous in his Sermons, it was, in 
reproving the indecencies of the peoples beha- 
'viour, in the time of Divine Service; and of 


thoſe Miniſters that hudled up the Church- 


prayers, without a viſible reverence and affeQi- 
on; namely, ſuchas ſeem'd to ſay.the Lords 
prayer, or a Colle& in a breath ; but for him- 
(elf, his cuſtom was, to ſtop betwixt every Co!- 
{e&, and give the peop'e time co conſider what 


chey had pray'd, and to force their deſires af- ' 


feRionately, to God, before he engag'd them 
into new Petitions, | 
And by this account of his diligence, fo 


make his Pariſhioners underſtand what, and why. 


they pray'd, and prais'd, and ador'd their Crea- 
cor, Ihope TI ſhall che more eaſily obtain the 


Readers belief ro the following acceunt of. 


Mr. Herberts own practice, which was, to ap- 
pear conſtantly with his Wife,and three Neeces 
( the daughters of a deceaſed Siſter ) and his 
whole Family, twice a day at the Church 
prayers, in the Chappel which does almoſt join 
© his Parſonage-houſe, And for the time of 


his appearing, it was ſtrictly at the Canonical - 


hours of Ten and Four; and then,and there, he 
lifred up pureand charitable hands to God in the 
midſt of the Congregation, And he would 
joy to have ſpent that cime in thatplace, where 
the honour of his Maſter Jeſus dwellethz and 
there, by that inward deyotion which he teſtifi- 
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ed conſtanitly by an humble behaviour, and vi- 


fible adoration, he, like David, brought not 
only 4is own Houſhold thus to ſerve the Lords 
but brought moſt of his Pariſhioners,and many 
Gentlemen in the Neighbourhood, conſtantly 
to make a part 'of his Congregation twice. 4 
day ; and ſome of the meaner fort of his Pa- 
iſh, did ſo love and reverence Mr, Herbert, that. 
they would let their Plow reſt when Mr, Her- 


tberts Saints-Bel{ rung to Prayers , that they 


might alſo offer their deyorions to God with 
him, and would then return back to their Plow, 


And his moſt holy life was ſuch, that it begot 


ſuch reverence to God, and to him, that they 
thought themſelyes the happier,when they car- 
ried Mr, Herberts bleſſing back with them to 


their labour, Thus powerful was his reaſon, 
and example, to perſwade others to a praftical 
piety. | 


And his conſtant publick Prayers did never 


"make him to neglect his own private devyoti- 


ons, nor thoſe prayers that he thought himſelf 
bound tv perform with his Family 53 which al- 


wayes were a Ser-form, and not long; and he 
did alwayes conclude them with that Colle& 
'which the Church hath appointed for the day

His Ehiefeſt recreation was Muſick, in which 


heavenly Art he was a moſt exeellent Maſter,

or Yiolz and, though he was a lover of re- 
giredneſs, yet his love to Maſick was ſuch, 
chat he wear uſually twice every week on 
certain. appointed dayes, to the Cathedrd 
Charch in Salgbury ; and at his return would 
ay , That bs time ſpent in Prayer, and Ce 
 #hedral Muſick, elevated ha Soul , and wa 
his Heaven upon Earth : But before his te 
tutn thence ro Zemertos, he would uſual- 
ly ſing and play his part, at an appoint- 
ed private Muſick meeting; and, to juſtifie 
this pratice, he would often ſay, Religion dots

Mr. Nicholas Farrer ( who got the reputa- 
tion of being call'd Saint Nicholas,at the age of 
fix years ) was born in London, and doubtleſs 
had good education in his yourh; but certain- 
ly, was at a fit age made Fellow of Clare- Hall 
in Cambridge, where he continued to be m— 
E 2 or 
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for his temperance and learning, Abour the 
a6&th year of hs Age, he berook himſelf to 
Travel,in which he added to his Latin and 
Greek, a perfe&t knowledge of all the Langua- 
ges ſpoken in the Weſtetn parts of our Chri- 
ſtian world, and underſtoud well the principles 
of their Religion, and their manner , and the 


reaſons of their worſhip, In this his Travel, 
he met with many perſwaſions to come into a 
communion with that Church which calls it 
ſelf Catholick, but he return'd from his Trayels 
as he went, eminent for his obedience to his 
Mother, the Charch sf England, In his abſence: 
from England, Mr, Farrers father (who was a 
Merchant ) allow'd him a liberal maintenance; 
and,not long after his return into England , he 
” had by thedeath of his father, or an elder bro- 
ther, an Eſtate left him, that enabled him to 
buy Land to the value of 5001, a year, the 
greateſt pare of which Land was at Little Gid- 
den, four or fix miles from Huntington, and a- 
bout 18 trom Cambridge, which place he choſe 
for the privacy of it, and the Hall, which had 
the Pariſh-Church, or Chappel belonging, and 
adjoining near to itz for Mr, Farrer having 
ſeen the manners and vanities of the World, 
and found them to be, as Mr, Herbert ſayes, 4 
nothing between two Diſhes; he did ſo contemn 
the World, that he refoly'd to ſpend the re- 
mainder of his lite in mortifications, and in de- 
votion, and charity, and to bealwayes prepar'd 
| for 
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T_ Death, And his Life was ſpent 
chus, 

He, and his Family, which were like a licele 
Colledge, and abour Thirty in number, did, 
moſt of them keep Lex, and all Zmber-weeks 
ſtrictly , both in faſting, and uſing all thoſe 
prayers that the Church hath appointed to be 
thenuſed ; and he and they, did the like on 
Fridayes, and on the Y:gils, or Eves appoinred 
to-be faſted before the Saints dayes , and, this 
frugality and abſtinence, turn'd to the relief of 
the Poor ; bur, this was bur a part of his cha- 
rity, none but God and he knew thereſt. 

This Family,which I have ſaid to be in num- 
ber about Thirty, were a part of them his 
Kindred, and the reſt choſen to be of a temper 
fir tobe moulded into a deyout life; and all of 
them were for their diſpoſitions ſerviceable 
and quiet, and humble, and free from ſcandal, 
Having thus fitted himſelf for bis Family, he 
did about the year 1630, betake himſelf ro a 
conſtant and methodical ſervice of God,and it 
was in this manner, —He did himſelf uſe ro 
read the Common prayers (for he was a Dea- 
con ) everyday, at the appointed hours of ten 
and four, in the Church which was very near his 
Houſe, and which he had both repair'd and a- 
dorn'd , for it was fall'n into a great ruine, by 
reaſon of a depopulation of the Village before 
Mr. Farrer bought the Mannor, And he did 
alſo conſtantly read the Mattiys every morning

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at the hour of ſix, either in the Church, er in 
an Oratory, which was within his own Houſe: 
And many of the Family did there continue 
with him after the Prayers were ended , and , 
there they ſpent ſome hours in ſinging Hymns,

the Sun runs his Circle every day about the 
World, and chen begins it again the ſame in- 
ſtant that it ended, 

Thus did Mr, Farrer, and his happy Family, 
ſerve God day and night, Thas did they al- 
wayes behave themſelves, as in -his preſence, 
And they: did alwayes ear and drink by the 
ſtricteſt rules of Temperance, eat and drink 
ſo, as to beready to rife at Midnight, or at the 
call of a Watch-bel!, and perform their deyo- 
tions to God,--- And 'cis fit to tell the Reader, 
that many of the Clergy that were more in- 
clin'd to practical piety, and devotion, then to 
doubtful and needleſs Diſputations , did: often 
come to Gidden Hall, and make themſelves a 
part of that happy Society, and ſtay a week or 
more, and join with Mr, Farrer, and the Fami- 
ly in theſe Devotions, and affiit and eaſe him or 
them in their Watch by Night; and theſe va- 
rious Devotions, had never le{s than two of the 
domeſtick Family in the Night; and the 
Watch was alwayes kept in the Church or Ora- 
tory. unleſs in extreme colc Winter-nights,and 
then it was maintain'd in a Parlor which had a 
fireinit, and the Parlor was fitred for that pur- 
poſezand this courſe of piety,:nd gre: t liberality 
to his poor Neighbours, Mr, Farrer maintain'd 
till his death, which was in the year 1639. 
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Mr. Farrers, and Mr, Herberts devout lives, 
were both ſo noted, that the general report of 
their ſanity, gave them occaſion to renew 
that ſlight acquaintance which was begun at 
their being Contemporaries in Cambridgezand, 
_ this new holy friendſhip was maintain'd with- 

out any interview, but only by loving and en- 
dearing Letters, And, one teſtimony of their 
friendſhip, and pious defigns, may appear by 
Mr. Farrers commending the conſiderations of 
Fohn Yaldeſſo (a Book which he had mer with 
in his Travels, and Tranſlated out of Spariſt 
.into Exgliſh) to be exafnin'd and cenſur'd by 
Mr. Herbert, which Book , Mr, Herbert did 
read, and return back with many margi- 
nal Nvtes, as they be now printed with 
that excellent Book ; and with them , Mr, 
Herberts affetionate Letter to Mr, Farrer, 

This Fohn Yaldeſſo was a Spaniard, and was 
for his Learning and Vertue, much valued and 
lov'd by the great Emperour Charles the fifth, 
whom Yald.ſſo had followed as a Cavalier all 
the time of his long and dangerous Wars ; 
and wherl YV4/deſſo grew old, and weary of the 
World. he took his fair opportunity to declare 
to the Emperour, that hisreſo'ution was to de- 
cline His Majeſties Service, and betake himſelf 
to quiet anJ contemplative life, becauſe there 
ought ts be a vatancy of time, betwixt fighting

On Smndajes, Heavens adore ſtands ope ; 
Bleſſings are plentiful and rife, 
More plentiful than hope - 
Thus he ſung on earth ſuch Hymns and An- 
thems, as the Angels and he, and Mr, Farrer,

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Thus he continued medicating and praying 
and rejoycing, till the day of hisdeath, 2nd Ki 
thar day ſaid ro Mr. Woodnot, My dear Friend, 1 
am ſorry 1 have nothing to preſent to my mercifal 
God but fin and miſery; but the firſt is pardon'd, 
and « few hours will pat a period tothe Latter 
on'which expreſſion, Mr, oodnot took occaR.

After this Difcourſe;*he became 
morereſtleſs,and his Soul ſeem'd to be weary of 
her earthly Tabernacle; and this uneaſinels be- 
came ſo viſible;*that his Wite, lis three Nee- 
ces, and Mr, Woodnet, ſtood conſtantly about 
his Bed, beholding him with ſorrow, and an un- 
willingneſs to loſe the fight of hin whom they 
could not hope to ſee much longer, ' + As they 
ſtood thus beholding him , his Wife obſerv'd 
him to breath faintly, and with much trouble ; 
and, obſerv'd him ro fall into a ſudden Agony ;
